Southold Police — 
Chief Suspended 
Amid Party Probe

se nei Town Police Chief Martin Flatley was 
suspended and Capt. James Ginas was named 
acting chief as an investigation heats up into the de- 
partment’s alleged quashing of complaints over an 


officer’s retirement party. 


Southold Town Supervisor Scott Russell declined 
to confirm reports that Flatley was the employee that 
the town suspended on August 9 as the board ramps 
up its probe of the alleged mishandling of the party, 
but he did confirm that Ginas is currently serving as 
police chief. The town board passed a measure that 
advances the investigation into five employees during 
a meeting held the same day. 

“We've appointed hearing officers who will serve as 


" fact finders and present their case to the town board 


that sits as the judge and jury of those [police] offi-

cers’ actions,” Russell said at the meeting. “We will 
ultimately determine if discipline is warranted, and 
to what extent that discipline should be.” 

The widely reported allegations center on police ig- 


‘noring complaints that a large group of people attend- 


ed a retirement party for then-Sgt. Steven Zuhoski, 
in violation of New York State social distancing man- 
dates that were in effect during the first wave of the 
coronavirus pandemic in 2020. 

Last month, town board members were briefed 
on the findings of an independent report on the al- 
legations after town-contracted Justin Block of the 
Central Islip-based law firm of Sinnreich, Kosakoff & 
Messina LLP completed his review of the claims. 

During the most recent meeting, the town repeat- 
edly refused to name the employee who was suspend- 
ed. Multiple local news outlets later reported Flatley 
was the suspended employee. The Suffolk Times and 
Patch reported that Flatley’s suspension was directly 
related to the probe. 

Town officials defended themselves against criti- 
cism of the slow pace of the probe. While noting that 
the disciplinary hearings are legally required to be 
conducted in private, several members of the board 
said that once the process is concluded, they would 
not oppose releasing the report on the findings.

’ He joins Peconic Growers and Plant Connection, 
both of which are also based in the hamlet of Riv- 
erhead, as the industry puts down East End roots 
to fuel the fledgling legal weed industry. A fourth 
grower in the greater Town of Riverhead area, Jame- 
sport-based Van de Wetering Greenhouses Inc., got 
its recreational cannabis growing license during the 
last round in July.

The other 
eight are Big Sky Ranch Holdings LLC in Water Mill, 
Bridgehampton Loam LLC, Jennifer Bihm in Cu- 
tchogue, WJF Farms in Cutchogue, East End Flower 
Farm, Speonk-based Brian Klug Landscaping and 
Route 27 Hopyard in Center Moriches. 

Losicco could not immediately be reached for 
comment. The state has yet to issue licenses for any 
recreational cannabis dispensaries. 
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Symphony for Train & Tower

his summer, several classical 

music festivals will grace the 
Hamptons. One is the Bridgehampton 
Chamber Music Festival (bcemf.org), 
which concludes this weekend with a 
“Bach to Bluegrass” concert on Friday, 
August 19 at 6:30 p.m. at the Channing 
Daughters Winery Sculpture Garden 
and “A Joyful Finale” at 6 p.m. on Sun- 
day, August 21 at the Bridgehampton 
Presbyterian Church. Another is The 
Hamptons Festival of Music, which 
will present a series of concerts by 
Beethoven, Bach and others at LTV 
Studios in East Hampton on Septem- 
ber 9, 10 and 11. 

Classical music concerts have be- 
come successful in recent years, and 
I’m glad to see it, but it does remind 
me of one of the first festivals that took 
place over a seven-year span from 
1998 to 2005. The Musical Festival 
of the Hamptons drew only a hand- 
ful of people who witnessed 15 con- 
secutive performances of Mozart and 
Vivaldi under a tent in a pasture that 
could seat 200. Then, one remarkable 
evening, hundreds of people came to 
witness the performance of a musi- 
cal instrument that weighed eighty 
thousand pounds. And those who wit- 
nessed it will never forget it. 

This concert series, year after year, 
was overseen by a wealthy woman 
named Eleanor Sage Leonard who 
hoped that the public would like to 
come to her festival for 15 consecu- 
tive nights to honor the memory of 
her great-uncle Benno Moiseiwitsch, 
a highly regarded concert pianist who 
performed on the international stage 
during the lull between the First and 
Second World Wars. I was among 
those on her board of directors at that 
time, and we would meet monthly 
at her oceanfront home on Sandune 
Court in Sagaponack to plan the up- 
coming year’s concerts. 

“We continue to have very poor at- 
tendance,” she told us. “I just don’t 
know why that is. People should come.” 

Among guest musicians performing 
with the Atlantic Chamber Orchestra 
night after night were Itzhak Perlman, 


the Harlem Boys Choir, and narra- 
tions of Peter and the Wolf by celebri- 
ties such as Roy Scheider and George 
Plimpton. Lukas Foss conducted. 

Well, she'd just have to make up the 
loss of revenue for her concerts out of 
her own pocket. 

One year, with still almost 

nobody there, I sat through 
a spirited rendition of Viv- 
aldis The Four Seasons 
under the festival tent in 
Sayre Park, which sits be- 
tween the railroad tracks 
and the driveway into the 
Hampton Classic Horse Show. 
At a climactic moment, the 8:55 p.m. 
westbound train honked its horn and 
roared on through alongside the tent 
and just 100 yards away, drowning out 
Lukas Foss conducting his orchestra. 
He swished his baton angrily this way 
and that. And the train was gone. 

In 2004 at her home, I spoke about 
this. The train was an intruder. Why 
not have it thought of as an asset to 
a composition? Cannons are fired in 
Tchaikovsky's 1812 Overture. Could it 
be done? 

An estimated 400 people, a stand- 
ing-room crowd, came on that night in 
2005 to witness the premiere. It was a 


warm night. The sun set around 7:55 
p.m. Everyone hung onto their seats 
to prepare for enjoying the winning 
composition, the 14-minute Train and 
Tower After Sibelius. And they were 
not disappointed. 

Needless to say, since I had thought 
of this at that fateful board 
meeting a year earlier, it was 
decided that I should take 

charge of making this com- 
petition happen. 

That fall, invitations 
went out to more than 30 
music conservatories, Juil- 

liard and all the others, invit- 
ing students to compete for a prize. 
Compose a 14-minute-long piece that 
would include a train roaring through. 
Conductor Lukas Foss would judge 
the entries. And the winner would get 
$500 and a free trip to the Hamptons 
to witness Foss lead the orchestra on 
the final night of the festival in Sayre 
Park. 

Over the winter, 55 students entered. 
And I agreed to host the winner as a 
guest at my house for that weekend. 

Of course, I had to call the Long Is- 
land Rail Road. My intention was to 
ask them to have the 8:55 slow down 
a bit as it roared through toward New

York City. We'd work around it. 

They did not agree to do that. In- 
stead, James J. Dermody, the LIRR 
president, said he would arrange to 
have an entire six-car train there, sep- 
arate from the 8:55. Our train would 
park at a siding at the Bridgehampton 
station a mile away and, at a signal 
given over a cell phone, lurch down the 
way and come roaring through. 

“We'll send it out in the mofning,” 


the president told me. “You can re- 
hearse a few times during the after- 


noon.” 

Not only did the LIRR president 
come out for the day, but also the rail- 
road’s publicity director, Sam Zam- 
buto, reporters from The New York 


Times, the BBC, and NPR, among oth- 


ers. We nailed it on the second try. But 
that was the rehearsal. Could we do it 
in the evening? 

Mark Petering, a student at the 
University of Minnesota, had won the 
competition and was sitting in the 
third row. His parents were there. An 
earlier piece, by Debussy, came to an 
end. And then everyone got very quiet. 

The Symphony for Train and Tower 
begins with the plucking of some vio- 
lin strings. It tiptoes along quietly, and 
then it builds. It builds and builds. 
The cellos come in, the bassoons and 
the French horns joining up, and then 
come the trumpets, beNs and trom- 
bones and it gets louder and louder 
and skitters along toward some sort 
of crisis (cue the train) where, with a 
full-throated climax by the entire or- 
chestra, the cymbals and kettle drums 
crash and suddenly — silence! And 
in that silence, along the tracks there 
came the train at 40 miles an hour, 
chattering and screaming its horn tri- 
umphantly as it thundered alongside 
our tent fortissimo until like a rocket it 
was down the way and fading into the 
distance. The place went nuts. Audi- 
ence, musicians, everybody, all leaped 
up screaming and applauding. A grand 
slam home run. 

You can hear it and watch it your- 
self. Go to youtube.com and search 
for Mark Petering Train and Tower. 
There's nothing anywhere like this. 

Today, Petering is a professor of mu- 
sic at Carthage College in Wisconsin. 
He conducts and composes. We write 
back and forth. He’s married and rais- 
ing a family.

KE wonder how Dan’s Papers got 
its name? 

Interestingly, it was not originally 
named for a newspaper. It was the 
name given for the place where a se- 
ries of newspapers was published. ~ 

ll explain. 

I published the first edition of my 
newspaper in Montauk on July 1, 
1960. I was a college student, and 
my dad owned White’s Drug. Store 
in Montauk. The prior summer I-had 
worked for my dad. Now, I thought, 
coming home for the summer, it 
would be a great idea to publish a 
free summer newspaper in that town. 
I'd worked on my college newspaper. 
Montauk did not have a newspaper. I 
would give the town one. I’d be outside 
in the sunshine instead of cooped up 
in the store. 

The paper, called The Montauk 
Pioneer, was a big success from the 
get-go. For the next five years, I lived 
with my parents, used my bedroom as 
an office and published an ever more 
prospering Pioneer in Montauk every 
summer. During that time, I finished 
college and grad school. 

Now it was time to be a grown-up. 
As the Pioneer was a success, but not 
quite enough to live on, I thought I'd 
open a separate summer newspaper 
in East Hampton. I’d call it The East 
Hampton Summer Sun. 

I'd also move to East Hampton. 
For an office, I rented the front half 
of a 19th-century carriage house on 
Gay Road facing the Montauk High- 
way just beyond the triangle of grass 
called the Sheep Fold. (The post of- 
fice is on Gay Road now. The carriage 
house has been moved and is now 
attached to the back of the Amaden 
Gay Real Estate office as an addition.) 
And I bought a small house south of 
the highway in East Hampton (for 
$9,500) and moved out of my parents’ 
house. It was a big move for me. And 
my parents gave me their blessing. 

I sold all the ads myself. Wrote all 
the stories in the two papers myself. 
And delivered the paper myself from 
the back of a red van I bought for that 
purpose. 

The first inkling there was trouble 


was the problem of how to make the 
red van say “Montauk Pioneer” on 
its side when it was in Montauk and 
“East Hampton Summer Sun” on its 
side when I was delivering in East 
Hampton. I solved this by painting 
two wooden panels that could each be 
affixed to the opposite side windows 
of the van. One side of each panel said 
Montauk Pioneer and the other side 


the East Hampton Summer Sun. The 


panels were removable and flippable, 
so I could pull over and change the 
name depending on where I was. 

But to serve the two towns, 
I also had to have a small 
staff in that carriage house 
in East Hampton. Ron 
Ziel, a railroad buff who 
lived in Bridgehampton, 
became the back-of-the- 
book editor. Cecil Hoge from 
Southampton became a writer 
and production person. And Ramesh- 
war Das of Amagansett became our 
photographer. ; 

We also had a secretary named 
Marge Miller. She sat at a desk by 
the front door. And she answered the 
phone when it rang. Very quickly, she 
saw a problem. 

“How am I supposed to answer the 
phone?” she asked. “Montauk Pioneer 
or East Hampton Summer Sun?” 

I had no answer to this question. 
Everybody stopped working to listen 
to the answer. 

I turned to ask everybody else. 
“Anybody have an idea?” 

Nobody had an answer. 


So I reframed the question. “What 


we need here,” I said, “is an overarch- 
ing name for the two newspapers. 
Like we have Cheerios, but there is 
a company name for the people who 
make Cheerios and other food stuff.

I continued. “How about ‘Summer 
Paper Publications?’

It was Ziel who came up with the 
right answer. 

“Call it ‘Dan’s Papers,’ he said. It’s 
like you go to Coney Island and get 
Nathan’s Hots. Like Dan’s Hots. But 
it’s the newspapers.” ‘ 

So that’s what we called-it. Accom- 
panying this article is a photograph 
of the small sign I made which I stuck 
in the ground out front of the car- 
riage house facing the street. It read 


“Dan’s Papers.” 

Well, during the next few years we 
had calls from people who thought we 
sold stationery. Or wallpaper. ‘We'd 
straighten them out. 

Pretty soon everybody liked the 
name. In tiny print, below the big let- 
ters reading “Montauk Pioneer” or 
“East Hampton Summer Sun,” there 
was the slogan “One of Dan’s Papers.” 

In the next few years, we began 
publishing year-round and we ex- 
panded the operation to include the 
Southampton Summer Day, The Sag 
Harbor Pilot, The Hampton Beach 
(west of the canal) and The North Fork 
Free Enterprise. All these papers had 
their own editorial pages together 
with stories that were common to all 
the towns. It worked fine. Until I no- 
ticed something odd. Everybody was 
calling all these newspapers “Dan’s 


Papers.” 


For a while, I thought that was fine 
too. Or was it? One day, on Labor Day 
weekend in 1975, I held up a copy of 
The East Hampton Summer Sun, with 


‘the name in giant letters on the top of 


the front page and I asked a friend 
standing in front of me to tell me what 
the name of the newspaper was. 
“Dan’s Papers,” he said. 
And so, the following week, I 


changed everything to say Dan’s Pa- 


pers. And it’s been that way since 
then.

Camps Trade Calls for Investigations

| emcee are calling for an in- 
vestigation into alleged election 
fraud from supporters of U.S. Rep. Lee 
Zeldin (R-Shirley) in his bid to unseat 
Gov. Kathy Hochul — and the East End 
congressman responded by renewing 
calls for an inquiry into the governor's 
dealings. 

New York State Democratic Chair- 
man Jay Jacobs, who’s also the Nassau 
County Democratic chairman, threw 
his weight behind a state lawmaker’s 
request that Albany prosecutors probe 
how nominating petitions — paper- 
work candidates file with boards of 
elections to get on ballots — with pho- 
tocopied signatures were filed instead 


of petitions featuring the original 
signatures. In response, Zeldin called 
for an examination of Hochul’s role in 
contracts in which campaign donors or 
family members were benefactors. 

“This is election fraud,” Jacobs told 
reporters during a news conference on 
August 16. “And I think that it definitely 
needs to be looked ‘into. But (in) the 
first instance, I’m sure that everybody 
would agree that Lee Zeldin, his cam- 
paign and the Republican Party need to 
answer: How did this happen? Who did 
it, and what were the circumstances 
surrounding it?” 

Days earlier, Zeldin issued a state- 
ment renewing calls for an investiga- 
tion into various scandals surrounding 
the Hochul administration. 


“During the Cuomo-Hochul admin- 
istration, Kathy Hochul’s MO was to al- 
ways be silent, complicit or out to lunch 
scandal after scandal,’ said Zeldin. 
“Now, Cuomo 2.0 is making Albany’s 
culture of corruption far more toxic 
than ever before.” 

The intensification of the exchanges 
between the two sides comes as Elec- 
tion Day is still three months away in 
an unpredictable campaign cycle. Re- 
publicans are hoping for a repeat of last 
year’s red wave of GOP voters turning 
out at the polls to turn the tide in the 
Empire State, a Democratic stronghold 
that hasn’t had a Republican governor 
in 16 years. Hochul is the state’s first 
woman governor — appointed to the 
job after her predecessor, former Gov. 


Andrew Cuomo, resigned amid a string 
of sexual harassment accusations — 
asking voters to return her to office. 


PHOTOCOPY FRAUD? 

The case of the photocopied peti- 
tions intensified earlier this month 
when state Sen. Zellnor Myrie (D- 
Brooklyn), who chairs the senate 
election committee, filed a complaint 
with Albany District Attorney David 
Soares asking for an investigation into 
allegations. 

The claims alleged that the improper 
filing of 11,000 signatures on petitions 
seeking to get Zeldin on ballots for the 
Independence Party line in the gover- 
nor’s race rose to the level of criminali- 
ty and not mere oversight, as the Zeldin 
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camp counters. 


“In my role as Chair of the Sen- 
ate Elections Committee, I have not 
hesitated to defend our system of 
elections from spurious allegations 
of fraud,” Myrie wrote to Soares, ac- 
cording to City & State. “However, 
when actual election fraud appears to 
have occurred, as it does in this case, 
it is essential for the public trust that 


potential violations are investigated 


fully and swifty. For that reason, I urge 
you to use your powers to investigate 
these apparent violations of public 
integrity.” 

The district attorney’s office has indi- 
cated that the letter is under review but 
a formal investigation has not been of- 
ficially launched. The Zeldin campaign 
responded in a statement denying the 
allegations. 

“Our campaign had no knowledge 
of any photocopies and didn’t make 
any photocopies,” read the statement, 
which referenced the governor's sup- 
port for criminal justice reforms. “Ho- 
chul is desperate for any distraction she 
can possibly muster to get heat off her 
pathetic support for cashless bail.”

the issue was the hurried pace of cam- 
paign workers trying to compile the 
paperwork in time for the deadline, 
not an intentional effort to deceive the 
board of elections. 


RENEWED CLAIMS 

In the days between Myrie’s letter to 
Soares and Jacobs’ news conference, 
Zeldin issued a statement renewing his 
call for investigation into several ques- 
tions that have been raised regarding 


Hochul’s record. 

Among them, Hochul’s handpicked 
lieutenant governor, Brian Benjamin, 
was arrested on federal corruption 
charges in April. Hochul, surprised by 
the arrest, replaced him with former 
U.S. Rep. Antonio Delgado. 

There has also been press scrutiny 
of her administration spending $600 
million in taxpayer funds with a com- 
pany owned by the Tebele family, who 
are among the governor's top campaign 


donors. That’s in addition to her role 
in a deal to build a new stadium for 
the Buffalo Bills with $850 million in 


taxpayer money. The governor has 
faced claims that it is ethically dubious 
Hochul’s husband, William Hochul is 
general counsel for Delaware North, 
the company that runs concessions for 
the current Bills stadium. 

“The media. is breaking stories on 
scandal after scandal surrounding 
Kathy Hochul and no prosecutor or 
other investigative body at any level of 
government is expressing any interest 
in looking into any of it,” Zeldin said. 
“Kathy Hochul should not be receiving 
this level of impunity across the board 
.... The lack of interest by prosecutors 
and other investigative bodies reeks 
just as much as the pay to play allega- 
tions and other corruption being de- 
tailed in media reports.” 

Hochul has said that Delaware North 
sells concessions around the globe and 
had nothing to do with the stadium 
deal. Additionally, Hochul said she and 
her husband have always kept a sepa- 
ration between their home and work 
lives.

Does the art on this year’s Artists & Writ-. 


ers Charity Softball Game cover have an offi- 
cial name or a nickname you use to describe 
it in conversation? 

Nothing official, but I call it “Fly Ball.” 


What inspired this year’s unique cover of 
winged baseballs flying through the air? 

I have used the brush and pencil motif as part of 
my designs for the Artist & Writers Game for many 
years on shirts and hats and on Dan’s Papers cov- 
ers. This current cover is based on the idea of a 
flying ball; the ball in this case has wings made of 
artists’ brushes and writers’ pencils. 


How did you compose and create this par- 
ticular piece? 

I made several sketches, some using seagulls 
holding a ball but as I worked, I soon realized I 
could use the brushes and pencils as wings in place 
of a seagull. Fausta Kingué, my talented assistant, 
then put all the elements together to make the de- 
sign work and ready for printing.

What have you been painting this sum- 
mer?

Where can more of your work be viewed in 
the coming weeks (online, exhibitions, pub- 
lications)? : 

No exhibit planned, but some of my design work 
can be seen around town in the logo for the Hamp- 
tons Doc Fest, the upcoming Sag Harbor American 
Music Festival, the East End Fund for Children and 
the book jacket for Carl Bernstein’s Chasing History 
and Bina Bernard’s Keeping Secrets. 


What aspect of this year’s Artists & Writ- 
ers Game are you most excited for? 

Recent games have been exciting hard-fought 
contests to the last inning. The Artists have won the 
last few games, and I am eager to see if we can con- 
tinue the streak. 


Having done both, do you enjoy playing on 
the Artists team or cheering for them from 
the stands more, and why? .

Created by Pack, an Emmy nominee (America: A

their first date? How does Vanna describe the 
challenging work of turning her letters? What 
does Stallone store in his freezer? How did Justin 
Bieber end up stuck in the trunk of a car? What 
does Hasselhoff reveal about the beauties of Bay- 
watch? The passages in Celebrity Autobiography 
reveal much, and even combine memoirs, such 
as the famous Hollywood love triangle between 
Elizabeth Taylor, Debbie Reynolds and Eddie 
Fisher — told from each of their books in one 
performance.

Christie Brinkley Talks Celebrity 
Autobiography: 


Tell me what happened with last summer’s 
Celebrity Autobiography performance. 

We were scheduled_to do it, but remember we had 
that hurricane or something up the coast... We were 
supposed to get hit harder than we got hit, but they 
were making such a big deal about it that I guess 
they just determined that they needed to cancel the 
show until this year, so we're picking it up again. But 
I’ve done it the other years going back. I’ve done it 
several times and it’s a lot of fun. 


Saturday’s show includes different actors 
than last year, but some, like you, are re- 
turning. Can you tell me about the cast? 

Susan Lucci and Alan Zweibel, and of course Eu- 
gene Pack whose idea it was (are coming back from 
last year). This year, I’ve never done it with Sherri 
Shepherd, so that’s new, and Richard Kind. I have 
not done it at the same time as Richard. But I’ve 
done it with everybody from Debbie Harry and Alec 
Baldwin to Colin Jost, who I love. 


What is it about this show that makes you 
keep coming back year after year? 

I just have a blast. First of all, it’s really fun just to 
be with all the people there, everybody makes it fun. 
But the way that it sets up, the audience really has 
a great time. Most of the time I get to go out there 
and just play completely disparate characters. I’ll be 
Miley Cyrus in one of them, and I'l] be a Kardashian 
or Suzanne Somers, or Pamela Anderson in another. 
So you never know who you're going to be,-and it’s 
really fun to — you just can’t believe some of these 
books that people write. It’s really funny how a lot of 
people think about themselves. 


How long has it been since you were on- 
stage last? 

Right before COVID hit I did another run on 
Broadway in Chicago the Musical, and I also did it 
in Las Vegas. Then COVID came in. Since COVID, 
last year was going to be my first time back on the 
boards, besides my appearance on The Masked 
Singer in March, and then we got canceled the same 
day that it was about to happen. 

And I think part of it had to do with the fact, too, 
that COVID was still really cranking, and it was 
scheduled to be outdoors, and then suddenly they 
were saying there was going to be torrential down- 
pours and big winds and lightening and all of that, 
so the only way that we could have accomplished it 
would be to move indoors, and people were hesitant 
to ask that of the audience. I don’t know what hap- 
pened exactly behind the scenes, but we got canceled. 

So it'll be fun to be back in that environment. Part 
of the thing that I love about it, is just backstage 
and hanging out with everybody, and you can listen 
in from the wings to what’s going on out there. It’s 
a great atmosphere, it’s really fun, and we do two 
shows in one night, and they're very frequently re- 
ally different. So it’s kind of fun to see the different 
ways that people go with the material, take the ma- 
terial to different directions with each reading. 

It’s very interesting on so many levels, and a lot of 
fun. And let’s face it, we could all use a laugh these 
days, because it truly is the best medicine. 


Do you have a celebrity autobiography? 
I’m actually thinking about writing one. I have 
not written one yet, no. 


Do you know what yow’re going to be read- 
ing yet? 

You don’t know until you get closer to the show, 
and then they'll pass out the — usually I get them 
the night before, so you just never know! 

I think people will be surprised. It’s really funny 
material, you get to see some fun people reading it, 
and they're reading about some pretty fun people 
as well. And they do these things called mashups, 
too, where you'll take two autobiographies and mix, 
like what Elizabeth Taylor is saying and what Eddie 
Fisher is saying, and they'll make it into a scene, like 
a conversation. So they do interesting things with it, 
and you just really kind of can’t believe some of the 
things that people say. It really is funny. 

Our hope is to have the audience laughing, and so 
far, every time I’ve done it, that’s what’s happened. 
Everybody has a great time, and that’s what it’s about.

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Hans Van de Bovenkamp Opens 


Studio for Premiere Group Exhibition

n summer 2021, Dan's Papers and the Louis K. 

Meisel Gallery launched SculptTour, an exciting 
new way to view the work of artist Hans Van de Boven- 
kamp across the Hamptons. Now in summer 2022, 
there is yet another unique new method of enjoying 
his work: The Gallery @ Hans Van de Bovenkamp 
Studio. . 

For the first time, Van de Bovenkamp, known 
worldwide for his contemporary abstract sculptures, 
is opening his Sagaponack studio for visitors to wit- 
ness not only his own sculptures, paintings and works 
on paper, but also the work of three other artists who 
are well-established and well-respected in the Hamp- 
tons: Stephanie Brody-Lederman, Paton Miller and 
the late Charles Waller. This premiere curated art ex- 
hibition opens with a reception on Friday, August 26, 
5-7 p.m. and will remain on view through September 
6 by appointment. 

“IT came up with this concept, and Hans liked the 
idea,” says Geralyne Lewandowski, the series curator/ 
producer who has worked with Van de Bovenkamp for 
two decades now. “I thought this was a pretty strong 
group to start out with, and everybody seems to agree 
with that.” 

Brody-Lederman’s mixed media work fuses engag- 
ing imagery with expressive words to convey unique 
messages, and this thought-provoking art has earned 
her a place in the Museum of Modern Art’s public col- 
lection. Miller’s work is infused with his personal life 
experiences and thrilling adventures, encapsulating 
the drama and comedy of the human condition. Lastly, 
Waller created folksy, artful assemblages from vintage 
objects and antiques from his travels, and the shock of 
his untimely death in 2021 still ripples through the art 
community. 

For this premiere show, Lewandowski has curated 
about eight pieces to represent each of the three guest 
artists, with each grouping designed around a personal 
theme that best represents the respective artist. These 
will be placed throughout the studio space alongside 
more than two dozen works by Van de Bovenkamp, 
which extend outside to the 7-acre sculpture gardens. 

“The concept is that this is a studio instead of a gal- 
lery, so in terms of the artwork being presented, it'll be 
a little on the raw side,” Lewandowski says, explaining 
that what the studio lacks in gallery lighting, it makes 
up for with plenty of space to display pieces promi- 
nently. 

She adds that the purpose of the show is to “rein- 
force our sense of community by bringing together 
artists, appreciators and connoisseurs.” By inviting 
each of the artist’s followers to the opening reception, 
Lewandowski hopes that connections will be made, 
and fans of one artist will discuss a love for the other 
works on display. 

Throughout the exhibition, a portion of art sale pro- 
ceeds, as well as 50% of proceeds from the sale of Van 
de Bovenkamp’s latest book, will be donated to Mau- 
reen’s Haven, a nonprofit organization feeding, cloth- 
ing, housing and otherwise supporting the East End’s 
homeless population. Other methods of giving, such 
as a silent auction and donation jar, are expected to be

confirmed for the opening reception. 
“Maureen’s Haven was chosen because 40% of the 


East End’s homeless are women, and unlike animal 


rescue groups (of which the area has several), it is 


‘ the only homeless organization in Suffolk County. A 


message I believe should be promoted,” Lewandowski 
says. “We believe in the cause, and they’re very recep- 
tive to working with us.” 

If this first exhibition is a success, Lewandowski 
wants to continue the series with rotating artists to 
feature and nonprofits to benefit. With reception RS-

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East End Gallery Spotlight: 
Depot Art Gallery in Montauk 
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DONNA CORVI WITH ONE OF HER PAINTINGS AT DEPOT

ummer 2022 marks the beginning of a new era 


for the Montauk Artists Association’s (MAA) 


Depot Art Gallery in Montauk. With a new manage- 
ment team has come an updated gallery, the infu- 
sion of music and a new, more welcoming vision for 
exhibitions. 

After serving for decades as the MAA treasurer and 
manager of Depot Gallery and the biannual Shows 
on the Green, Anne Weissman has taken a step back 
and now serves as an emeritus board member. In 
her stead, MAA President Rosa Hanna Scott and the 
board have Donna Corvi managing the gallery and 
the Shows on the Green, with Vice President John 
Papaleo, Treasurer Jim Levison and board members 
Chris Lucore and Teresa Lawler working alongside 
her. Bers 
This new team quickly began to enact sweeping 
changes to the Depot Gallery, starting with a major 
refurbishment that included replacing old carpeting 
with new flooring, removing the center wall to open 
up the gallery space, and adding improved light- 
ing and a fresh coat of paint. “It looks like a gallery 
should,” Corvi says of the finished ground floor. “With 
Anne stepping down and us stepping in, our goal was 
to bring the gallery up to date. It was long overdue for 
that.” 

The gallery's upstairs floor, which was once used 
for art classes, is currently being used for free jam 
sessions, and once refurbished like the ground floor, 
will likely be used for art and music classes for all 
ages and/or weekly jam sessions. The introduction 
of music with Depot Gallery’s jam sessions makes for 
a fitting tribute to founding oases al and j jazz bassist 
Percy Heath. 

“Our goal is to have a more organized way of offer- 
ing music. We're not sure if it’s classes or the opportu- 
nity to continue jam sessions one night a week, but we 
want to bring music into it because, after all, founder 
Percy Heath was a legendary jazz musician,” Corvi 
says. “So we want to make sure we bring music in, 
which has really oddly never been a part of the Depot.”

With work on the gallery taking two weeks lon- 
ger than expected, the season kicked off June 16-27 
with a show spotlighting Phyllis Chillingworth, Mary 
Daunt, Teresa Lawler and Rita Zimmer. This was then 
followed by an exhibition featuring the works of the 
Plein Air Artists of the East End July 14—25 and The 
End, an MAA members group show, July 28—August 
8. While not immediately clear, this lineup is a major 
changeup from Depot Gallery’s usual schedule, with 
the big change being as simple as opening gallery ex- 
hibitions to non-MAA members. 

“While we do want it to be a space that offers people 
of all. skill levels a place to exhibit, what I’ve done is of- 
fer two members shows, one to kick off the season and 
one to end the season, in which all of our members are 
welcome to hang a painting or two or three, depend- 
ing on how many respond,” Corvi explains, adding 
that these members exhibitions are not judged and 
retain the same eclectic mix of art as the MAA shows 
of the past, even moreso thanks to the new members. 

In branching out beyond members-only shows, 
MAA is now reaching out to high-caliber artists 


across the South Fork. And the irony is that in becom- 


ing a more inclusive gallery space — in line with the 
bylaws established in 1998 when the nonprofit MAA 
acquired the Long Island Rail Road’s Montauk Station 
for use as a community art space — Depot Gallery has 
brought an increase of members to the MAA‘s ranks. 
“I feel our membership has grown, and it’s far more 
vibrant. ... And I love the fact that younger people are 
excited about exhibiting, because that says something 
too. I think they’re happy with the new space, happy 
with the caliber of shows going up, and they want to 
be a part of it,” Corvi says, adding that MAA board 


- member Chris Lucore, the young owner of Montauk _ 


gallery The Lucore Art, has been a welcome addition. 
“He calls us his sister gallery; we call him our brother 
gallery. ... My goal for the Montauk Artists Associa- 
tion is to bring in a few more young people like Chris 
so the gallery stays relevant and current.” 

In addition to artists and gallerists, the MAA is 
also looking to recruit members who are grant writ- 
ers with expertise in funding proposals, craftsmen 
capable of building a bench or patching a roof if the 
need arises, and others willing to devote more than 
the membership fee to making Depot Gallery a year- 
round Montauk hub for arts, culture and music. 

“I wish we had the funds to winterize the gallery 
space. ... I would love to see the Depot open as a year- 
round gallery, because even though winters can be 
quiet out here, they’re not quiet with art. Artists work 
and need places to exhibit. Even though the throngs 
of summer tourists aren’t here in the winter, there 
are a lot of people out here, moreso than in the past,” 
Corvi says. “I know so many families that lived in the 
city, and then with Covid, decided to live out here full- 
time. So we've got that group, and I only think it’s go- 
ing to get better.” 

Currently the season runs through October, with 
the final members exhibition, The End II, on view 
October 6-17. The weeks before then, however, are 
packed with shows featuring non-member artists that 
have inspired Corvi and her team.

The current show is John Tuttle’s The Tranquil Sea, 
Depot Gallery’s first-ever solo show, which opened 
on August 11 and runs through August 22. Corvi de- 
scribes the Eastport artist's work as “very mystical 
landscapes.” 

Then, next week kicks off a 50-year retrospective 
of Lou Spitalnick’s fine photography, August 25—Sep- 
tember 5, with an opening reception on Saturday, Au- 
gust 27 at 5 p.m. “He is a gem and has been around 
forever,’ Corvi says adding that, though he has con- 
tinued to work through the years, this will be his first 
exhibition in nearly two decades. : 

Next up will be a group show with Thomas Almo, 
Anne Palermo and JoAnn Zambito, September 8-9, 
followed by a group exhibition of works by Sarah Di- 
Orazio, Karen Kirshner and Ted Shaine, September 
22—October 3. 

Additionally, the MAA is hosting their anima end- 
of-summer Show on the Green on August 19—21 at the 
Montauk Village Green. These Shows on the Green 
generate more revenue for the MAA than any other 
exhibition, and help pay for the Depot Gallery’s next 
season, though surprise maintenance fees and the 
Percy Heath Arts and Scholarship Award Program 


; bass Sra additional donations. 


“We're not in a position to throw a fundraiser and 
do all that. We don’t want this to be a burden on other 
people and ask artists to donate paintings and all of 
that, maybe down the line,” Corvi says, acknowledg- 
ing the association's reliance on donations and mem- 
berships. “We need new people, and we need more 
people.” : 

This summer, the MAA has shaken up their gal- 
lery’s structure to let the Montauk and Hamptons 
communities know that their artists and art lovers 
are welcome to explore and present great art at Depot 
Gallery. 

“However people perceived it in the past, is no lon- 
ger true,” Corvi says. “And not that people perceived it 
in a bad way, I think people just thought of it as a club, 
and it’s not. When you read the history of it and all the 
bylaws, it’s meant to be a vibrant, functioning gallery 
in Montauk. I think we did a big leap this season in 
getting it there.”

A 
brilliant stable of local artists, some of them known 
around the world, have donated boxes this year to 
raise money for East End Hospice and their good 
work providing end-of-life care. 


Also on Wednesday, August 24, from 5—7 p.m., . 


the public is invited to a “Meet the Artists” preview 
reception at Hoie Hall, and anyone interested can 
find pictures and info about completed boxes on the 
East End Hospice website, eeh.org. 

The 2022 list of artists includes highlights such 
as Marilyn Church, Leif Hope, Carol Hunt, James 
Kennedy, Dennis Leri, Christa Maiwald, Fulvio 
Massi, Daniel Pollera, Gabriele Raacke, Dan Rizzie, 
Randall Rosenthal, Hans Van de Bovenkamp, Dan 
Welden and Frank Wimberley. Each was given 
similar donated cigar and wine boxes to use as a 
“canvas” or base to paint, sculpt and collage inside 
and out, but the end results couldn’t be more varied, 
whimsical and wonderful. 


“The dedication and generosity of so many East 


End artists to the work of the Hospice over the years 
is truly remarkable and heartwarming,” local gal- 
lerist, curator and longtime benefit chair Arlene 
Bujese explains, noting that 80-plus artists an- 
swered the call to create memorable boxes for this 
year’s auction.

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Something to Wine About: 
Bubbles from Chronicle Wines

ike sparkling wine? Did you know 
here is more than one way to get 
bubbles in your bottle? Most people 
are familiar with the méthode cham- 
penoise, also known as the traditional 
method, which is where wine under- 
goes a second fermentation process 
in the bottle to produce bubbles. 
Prosecco, another type of sparkling 
wine, is produced in the Charmat 
method. In the Charmat method, the 
winemaking process traps bubbles 
in wine via carbonation in large steel 
tanks. Another lovely way to produce 
wine with bubbles is called pétillant 
naturel or Pet-Nat for short. In this 
ancient wine producing method, the 
wine is bottled before primary fer- 
mentation is finished, without the ad- 
dition of secondary yeasts or sugars. 
While there are amazing examples 
of Pet-Nat wines in old-world wine 
regions, we are lucky to have a few 


of these examples right here on Long 
Island. 

The first is the 2021 As If Gratitude 
Pet-Nat. This wine is a blend of pinot 
gris, Gewtirztraminer and sauvignon 
blanc. Tropical, floral, and dry, with a 
lush mouth feel, this wine has notes of 
gilled peach, pineapple, and key lime. 
At only $28 a bottle, this wine is a 
great way to experience bubbles in a 
new way. 

Prefer something a bit more tradi- 
tional or subtle? Try the lovely and 
elegant 2021 Chronicle Wines Pet-Nat 
Chardonnay, Limited Edition. With 
notes of brioche, lemon meringue, 
and green apple, this is a slightly more 
rustic, yet still sophisticated, version 
of classic Champagne. At $30 a bottle 
this Long Island sparkling wine is 
sure to please all your Champagne 
loving friends.

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Reds to Chill With

e know it’s hot out there, 
and with all of this heat 
most wine drinkers are 
popping bottles of white or rose rath- 
er than red. This notion isn’t flat-out 
wrong, it’s just a little wrong. This is 
because there are many types of red 
wines out there that are even better 
cold than they are at room tempera- 
ture. That being said, by no means do 
we suggest putting ALL of your reds 
in the fridge, but we’re sure there are 
some that benefit from a brief cool 


_ down. Here are some of our favor- 
_ ite summer red wine varieties best 


served chilled and why. 


PINOT NOIR 

The most obvious chillable red is Pi- 
not Noir. But not all Pinot Noirs chill 
the same. Lighter-style Pinot Noir’s 
are the best to cool down. Wheth- 


er they come from California, Ore- 


_ gon, France or even Switzerland the 


_ silky-smooth cherry and beautiful 


rose petal aromas of this grape be- 
come even more pronounced at the 
_ right temp. 


_ FRAPPATO 


This Sicilian grape is easy to drink 


with its wild strawberry and red rasp- 


berry flavors. Chilled, Frappato has a 


gorgeous silky texture with hints of 
leather that makes each sip better 


_ than the last. Tannins are typically 


sparce in this variety which is what 


~ you are looking for ina chilly red. 


~ GAMAY 


Gamay is the other red grape of 


burgundy and what you will find 


in French Beaujolais. This cheery 
wine is traditionally served with a 
slight chill, especially in France. On 
the palate you will get bursts of red 
berry, with hints of blood orange 
speckled with a zesty cranberry. Its 


notoriously served at Thanksgiv- 
ing to accompany turkey as Beau- 
jolais-Nouveau, and often forgot 
about for the rest of the year. We 
like to think that Gamay is capable 
of so much more, and should be 
served in the summer as well to ac- 
company chicken hot off the grill. 


LAMBRUSCO 

Need a sparkling red? We got you! 
Hailing from the Emilia Romagna 
region is Lambrusco. This spar- 
kler is full-bodied and fruity, with 


_ complex aromas of sour cherries, 


rhubarb and fresh blueberries. It 
should ALWAYS be served below 
cellar-temperature to really bring 
out the subtle nuances. 


BLAUFRANKISH 

Fruity, smoky with pops of pepper, 
this Austrian-born grape is abso- 
lutely stunning with slight chill. The 
blackberries and other black fruits 
are ideal to bring to a barbecue or 
camping. Another benefit is they 
tend to have a higher alcohol con- 
centration than some of the other 
varieties above, so drink with cau- 
tion! 


There are a number of other grape 
varieties not mentioned here that 


are stellar served cold. Wines made 


through carbonic maceration tend to 
be lighter and fruitier, which always 
make great chilled reds. Bergstrom, 
Cumberland Reserve Pinot Noir from 
Willamette Valley is a great example. 
The bright, dank fruit of Oregon will 
jump right out of the glass as the 
wine cools to the right temperature. 


So don’t be afraid to keep your reds 
on the shelf this summer, or in the 
fridge for that matter. Just make sure 
they are the right ones and you'll be

Kareem Massoud, Winemaker at 
Paumanok and Palmer Vineyards

Ke Massoud, winemaker at Pau- 
anok and Palmer Vineyards, and 
president of Long Island Wine Country, 
formerly known as the Long Island Wine 
Council, talked with the Long Island 
Press about what’s new with Long Island 
wines and vineyards. 


What is Long Island Wine 
Country — not the group, but the 
region? 


Long Island Wine Country includes 


the Long Island wine region, as defined 
by the American Viticultural Areas also 
known as AVAs. This is the American 
equivalent of the European wine appel- 
lation laws. 


What does that mean for the 
region? 

This is a federally recognized wine- 
producing region and you can use that 
appellation on your label. All the wines 
from Paumanok and Palmer bear the 
appellation North Fork of Long Island. 
What’s meaningful about that to a con- 
sumer who knows about it is that the 
grapes used to make that wine have to be 
75% within that appellation. You know 
the fruit is coming from that region, 
as opposed to Napa Valley or Sonoma 
Valley. 


What makes Long Island 
suited to making wine? 

Were an_ island, surrounded 
by water. We have the Long Island 
Sound, the Peconic Bay, and the At- 
lantic Ocean, which yield a maritime 
climate. That moderates the tem- 
perature in the winter and the sum- 
mer. The soil is the other key part, the 
climate and the human element, in 
having wine happen. Humans make 
wine. What’s special about Long Is- 
land soil is its very well-draining na- 
ture, due to the fact that Long Island 
was created during the last ice age. 
When the glaciers receded, they left 
primarily sand. A lot of our topsoils 
are sandy loam and sandy, grav- 
elly subsoils. You can’t beat that for 
drainage. Grapevines need to be well 
drained. 


Does Long Island wine have 
a reputation? And who wants 
Long Island wine? 

Long Island has a_ reputation 
as a world-class producer of fine 
wine. There’s a reason you find 
Long Island wine at the best res- 
taurants of Long Island and New 
York City. They want the best wines 
on their list that complement their 


- cuisine. 


Are there specific contests or 
examples of Long Island wines 
showing they’re world class? 

There are all kinds of examples. I 
think the best is New York City, in our 
backyard. They have some of the best 
restaurants in the world. They don’t 
need to pour our wines because we're 
nearby. They pour them because they’re 
excellent wines that go well with their 
food. 


How did the pandemic impact 
the industry and events? 

Counterintuitively, I never would 
have guessed it would be good for busi- 
ness. Ultimately, the pandemic has 
been mostly good for most Long Island 
wineries. Most of us have seen traf- 
fic increase. A lot of that has to do with 
the fact that a lot of New Yorkers moved 
east to the East End. They aren’t here 
just in the summer. They’e here year- 
round, plus you have the ones here in the 
summer. 


As the pandemic receded, how 
did that impact the region? 

When we reopened after the pan- 
demic, people weren't really traveling, 
but they were driving here. We were 
extremely busy. That momentum hasn’t 


abated. It’s an exciting time once you get 


past the tragedy of the pandemic. 
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What are the main things going 
on thisn summerj in terms of wine 
and vineyards? 

By June the vines are in full bloom, 
where there are flowers that ultimately 
become grapes. You have spectacular 
vistas. Wineries on our website liwines. 
com are one resource to find out what’s 
going on. 


What’s happening with events 
at vineyards? 

That’s back in full swing, weddings 
and private events. I think there's pent- 
up demand. People are booking them 
left and right. I've heard most wineries 
are busy with regular tasting room and 
event business. 


Is it easier for vineyards to ship 
wine than prepandemic? 

In today’s world, most wineries can 
ship around the country. Many wineries 
can ship to at least a few states without 
a problem and other states require more 
work. It’s like dealing with 50 countries 
when it comes to alcohol. 


How important are wine clubs 
to your business? 

Wine clubs are very important to 
most small wineries. It’s a more intimate 
connection with the winery for custom- 
ers who want that. It’s a great way to. 
build your brand and strengthen your 
customer base. And from a business 


point of view, if you produce a certain 


amount of wine every year, it’s like an 
annuity. 


What’s new in terms of 
delivery? 

Trellus is a new option. We have it 
on our website for people. It provides 
the option for same-day delivery. Trellus 
offers a fulfillment platform with a net- 
work of drivers who pick up your order 
from the winery and deliver it to the cus- 
tomer with same-day delivery. 

What’s new in terms of 
technology? 

There are new things, whether it’s 
machines or processes being developed. 
On the near horizon, we ordered a couple 
of electric tractors at Paumanok. They're 
going to be fully autonomous. There’s a 
machine that bathes the grapevine in ul- 
traviolet light to kill mildew. People are 
testing it out. That could reduce or elimi- 
nate the need for certain pesticides. That 
would be revolutionary. 


Are you approaching a big an- 
niversary for the region? 

Next year is the 50th anniversary of 
Long Island Wine Country. In 1973, Alex 
and Louisa Hargrave planted their first 
grapevines. We're planning a series of 
events to celebrate that anniversary.

ince 1987, Advantage 
Title has been a leading 
provider of commercial 
and . residential .. 11e 
lpsurance services — in 
New York and nationwide. 
With almost 60,000 
transactions closed, the company has 
handled many of Long Island’s most 
significant real estate deals. Here on the 
East End, Joseph Willen, the founder, 
president and CEO, has sought out not 
only those with a talent for a complicated 
business with millions at stake, but also 
those who have a keen understanding of all 
the nuanced aspects unique to the area. 

A purchase-oriented business, most of 
the work Advantage does is acquisitions 
and refinances of commercial properties, 
but they take on projects of every kind. 
On the East End, they have been a part of 
multimillion deals from large estates to 
farmland, vineyards, golf courses and even 
underwater properties. The Advantage 
team are experts in real estate title issues 
throughout the North and South Forks. 

Chris Nuzzi, the executive vice president 
and regional director, and Johnny Hall, 
an underwriting counsel who specializes 
in East End matters, have led the way out 
east. “Chris’ unique expertise in zoning and 
municipal law is a separator for us. He’s not

a salesman per se, he’s a resource,” Willen 
explains. 

Nuzzi is rooted on the East End. He grew 
up in East Hampton, lives in Westhampton 
Beach and has a background in_ local 
government as a former Southampton Town 
councilman, which gives him even greater 
insight and understanding into municipal 
laws. He is an expert in the often complex 
zoning codes affecting property ownership 
here, as well as the permitting process and 
land use regulations. He has been in the 
title insurance business for 15 years and 
with Advantage for the last eight. 

“Understanding how the East End 
works, how real estate works out here, 
understanding conservation and zoning 
issues, and the overall lay of the land have 
allowed us to build our East End business 
around him,” Willen says. “He has been an 
amazing resource for us.” 

Six months ago, Advantage moved its 
Riverhead office to a new building, on the 
top floor overlooking downtown Riverhead 
and Riverside on the Southampton Town 
side of the dividing line, an area on the 
precipice of development. 

Nuzzi has the benefit of working 
alongside Hall, a Riverhead resident, who 
was brought in as dedicated counsel for 
East End transactions. Together, they offer 
a hyper-local focus. 

Title insurance is one of those must- 
haves in real estate transactions that few 
people outside of the business can explain 
because it is not tangible, but real estate 
professionals know it is invaluable. 

“Title insurance ensures the insured

against defects or liens against the 
property,” explains Hall. “So if somebody’s 
buying a square, a property, we’re ensuring 
that they own that square against the claims 
of anybody else.” 

That’s the end product, as he puts it, but 
getting there, that’s where having the right 
company in place is so important. 

The title report pulls up any possible 
issues that could potentially arise after the 
closing. “We resolve those prior to closing 
so they don’t come back against the insured 
after the closing,” he adds. “We basically 
ensure that you own this property free and 
clear.” 

Things like easements to the water, “out 
of possessions,” such as a fence running 
inside property lines, scenic easements, 
etc., will ultimately affect how a homeowner 
can use the property they are buying, Nuzzi 
explains. While attorneys are the ones who 
resolve the zoning issues, a title insurance 
company often reveals that the issue exists 
prior to the closing. 

While such matters are not unique to the 
Kast End, Hall explains they are seen a bit 
more often here and can require a different 
approach than if the same issue came up 
further west on Long Island — mainly 
because the East End properties tend to be 
bigger and may not even be one single tax 
lot. 

“Our job is to move people from 
precontract to closing, which Johnny 
does very well, and work through a lot of 
those issues,” says Nuzzi. “We’ve got great 
relationships with local attorneys, real 
estate brokers and agents, and we work with 


them all the time. We work together with 
them, even before they get into contract to 
try to resolve some of those issues before 
they become obstacles to a closing.” 

Building a Business on Service 

Willen took advantage of circumstance 
when entering the title insurance business 
more than three decades ago. 

“When! got out of college and I was looking 
for an entry-level business job, selling title 
insurance became attractive to me because 
the first company I worked for offered a 
‘company car’ and I had no wheels,” Willen 
recalls. “And I thought, ‘Hmm, let me check 
this out.’ J asked my dad, who was a judge, 
‘What do you think of this title industry?’ 
I didn’t have any idea what it was. He said, 
‘Well, | don’t know if it’s a career, but maybe 
the attorneys you work with will convince 
you to go to law school.” 

So, he gave it a try. His first job was in 
Riverhead and then he was recruited by a 
private title agent in Southampton. 

Just after turning 25 years old, Willen 
decided he did not want to have one of those 
résumés with a long list of employers. “I 
naively decided to start my own. [ took out 
a loan — I could not get the loan because I 
didn’t have credit yet. So my dad, who didn’t 
have the money but was willing to co-sign 
the loan, backed me and he actually joined 
me for the first year as our bookkeeper of all 
things, before going back to practicing law.” 

From the start, “We _ organically 
built this company based on a model of 
uncompromising service,” Willen says. “No 
shortcuts. No gimmicks. Nothing but how 
can we do it better than our competition 
and make sure that when our clients have 
important transactions, that they say, ‘We 
need Advantage.” 

Willen has strategically built the company 
up from just two employees originally to 
currently around 80 employees including 
five in-house counsel and a team of expert 
examiners. 

Title insurance is a regulated industry. 
“We all have to charge the same in New 
York State,” Willen explains. “So what 
separates us is our responsiveness, our 
professionalism, understanding when to 
take the appropriate risks, but also to be 
responsible because we're protecting our 
clients and their clients’ investments.” 

Title insurance premiums are based on 
the liability — the total purchase price and/ 
or the mortgage amount — and there’s a 
policy for the homeowner/purchaser and 
for the lender, but the purchaser pays for 
both.

One key point that separates Advantage 
is that the company has its own staff of 
examiners who work in the Suffolk County 
Center to research the history of each 
property. Many title insurance companies 
hire independent examiners, who work for 
a number of companies. 

The advantage to having their own 
examiners? “Accessibility. Responsiveness,” 
he says. “Our clients need us to be able to 
research things very quickly, get things 
back in order and be able to mobilize. It’s 
very hard to do that when the person you're 
calling is working for other companies. We 
wanted to make sure they had one priority 
and that is Advantage and our clients. It is a 
considerable expense, but well worth it for 
US. 

“What’s different about title insurance 
than any other insurance is our work isn’t 
about going forward. We go back.” Willen 
says. “We don’t have big claims because 
our job is to prevent claims by doing the 
research beforehand and dealing with any 
issues that arise before we close.” 

By working from the County Center, 
the Advantage examiners have access to 
all records and “gives us a great advantage 
overall because we control our access to 
research, which on a lot of these matters is 
really important to real estate agents before 
they take a listing to a potential buyer to 
know before making an offer,” Nuzzi says. 

“We work closely with our clients here 
and they often bring us in early on a lot of 
these transactions,” he adds. 

Advantage has insured many prize 
properties in the area ranging up to 
$100,000,000. 

“There are eight-, —nine-figure 
transactions out here, the residential 
transactions, that we’ve been a part of and 
they can be really complex. We work with 
talented attorneys who are the leads on 
getting the deal done, but we are kind of 
the hub in the middle of each transaction, 
as it relates to researching the property 
and working together with the other real 
estate professionals to have a successful 


transaction.” Nuzzi explains. 

Adapting Is an Advantage 

The industry has changed dramatically 
in three decades. “When I started this 
company in 1987, we didn’t have a computer. 
We had IBM Selectric typewriters and when 
they came out, the one with the ball that 
spun around, that was a big deal,” Willen 
laughs. 

As technology has advanced rapidly 
since then, fraud, especially cyber fraud, is 
a serious issue in the industry. Due to the 
level of sensitive, important information, 
the firm invests heavily in cybersecurity 
with 24/7 monitoring of its servers, and all 
employees must take online classes to keep 
up to date so they do not compromise any 
information. 

He also learned how to pivot. “I realized 
that when we had a good economy or good 
interest rate environment, the company 
did well, and when the rates went up the 
economy suffered, we didn’t do as well. 
There was a bit of a roller coaster that I 
was not comfortable with. So around 20 
years ago I created a strategy of diversified 
revenue streams, which has served us well.” 

Advantage entered into the foreclosure 
title search business. “We started doing 
foreclosure searches for lenders and real 
estate-owned (REO) law firms. At first, we 
did it to hedge our bets, but we’ve turned 
that into where we are the number one 
foreclosure company in the State of New 
York: 

Advantage does thousands of foreclosure 
searches, a diversification that helped 
sustain the company in 2008, 2009 and 
2010 during the recession when real estate 
tanked. 

“While we'd much prefer a Sood economic 
environment, where people are closing 
on their homes and their buildings, it was 
important to get us through the difficult 
times,” Willen says. 

As for his staff, he adds, “I think they are 
the finest staff in the title industry. I truly 
believe that and I believe that because our 
clients tell us that over and over again — 
and they keep coming back. 

“While Advantage does work across the 
entire country, our fastest growing region 
has been on the East End,” Willen says. “We 
love this area, my family and I have been 
boating here for 30 plus years. To see our 
business succeed in this highly competitive 
region has been gratifying. We look forward 
to continued growth servicing the top real 
estate professionals in the area for many 
years.”

lyssa Reed has always 
had an intetest - in 
interior decorating and 
loves to use her hands 
to create. 

“I’m 36. I’ve searched 
a really long time to 
figure out what I should be doing with my 
life,” she says. “I was always creative — 
always. I’ve always been on the North Fork, 
I’ve always hung out there during summers. 
I know a lot of small business owners out 
there, but there’s no one really zoning in on 
wreaths.” 
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For several years, she has been designing 
and making handcrafted wreaths that 
at first glance look like fresh florals with 
their vibrant colors and high level of detail 
but which are made from a wide variety of 
other materials instead. 

Initially, she began making foraged 
wreaths with items she found in wooded 
areas on Long Island. 

“A wreath is such a welcoming symbol 
to your home. It’s such a statement piece 
to your front door. And it was always 
something that was required for my front 
door,” she says. “So why wouldn’t people 


want them all year round?” 

In 2016, when Reed and her husband 
purchased their home in Shoreham, she 
made wreaths to brighten up her own 
space, and soon she began giving them as 
gifts. 

Reed “put it down for a little bit” when 
she became a holistic aesthetician, running 
her own business. But home décor kept 
tugging at her. 

“During the holidays, I always put up 
around five to eight trees for Christmas 
in my home. I started taking clients to 
decorate Christmas trees and that really 
did well,” she says. Once the holiday season 
was over, she began making foraged 
wreaths again. 

“I'd look for freshly fallen pine trees, 
things like that,” Reed explains. “Not 
everybody wants a one-season, real wreath 
because obviously you can only use it for 
one season. Some people like that and some 
people don’t. Some people want a wreath 
for five to 10 years. So I started making 
them again and immediately I got a ton of 
orders,” she says. 

“I laughed because I was like, ‘Oh, I guess 
I’m a wreath-maker now.” 

Typically, her wreaths begin with real 
grapevine, as opposed to wire frames which 
are more traditionally used with faux floral 
wreaths. “Although wire frames have their 
place, there’s just something really special 
about a grapevine wreath.” 

Reed is looking to source grapevine on 
the North Fork, instead of getting it from 
wholesalers. “I’m talking to a few wineries 
to see when they cut their fields.” 

Her aim is quality. “I never want my work 
to come off as something cheap or chintzy.” 
She seeks out faux florals and greenery, 
which range from plastic to silk, that are 
more realistic and rich in color. 

Reed, who designs all the wreaths and 
takes custom orders, says it takes a keen eye 
to integrate different items of high and low 
value. “Just like when I decorate trees, you 
can get really, really high-end ornaments 
and you can also get low-end ornaments 
and there’s a proper way of mixing them as 
well to make something really exquisite.” 

In addition to the faux flowers and faux 
greenery, along with the grapevine itself, 
she uses fabric bows, different textiles and 
decorative items for accents. 

“I’m literally shopping all the time. My 
brain really just never shuts off, so I see 
potential in everything,” she says. 

Reed uses wired ribbon to make the 
bows herself. “They are such a pain! Bows 
are not easy to make, I will tell you that.” 


Some wreaths have more loops, some 
less; some have bigger loops, some smaller. 
The bow tails vary in length, too. “Since 
my wreaths are pretty substantial, | like 
to make a substantial bow. So I'll add 
anywhere from five to six layers of loops.” 

Her wreaths are typically built on bases 
that are 18 inches across, but, she explains, 
“the florals can spray out a little bit to 
possibly 20 inches.” She also makes 12- and 
14-inch wreaths or even smaller, or as large 
as 26 inches if the client has grand entrance 
doors. 

Springtime favorites are her wildflower 
wreaths. “I try to make them look as if you’re 
walking through a field of wildflowers,” she 
says. 

Her coastal-themed wreath includes a 
starfish and a sailboat attached with twine 
and wire. “People really loved that one,” 
she says, adding that she just led a coastal 
wreath workshop at the WILD Plant Shop in 
Port Jefferson. 

Earlier this summer, her designs leaned 
toward patriotic themes, playing up an 
Americana look with red, white and blue, 
stars, and burlap bows. 

Reed doesn’t usually sketch designs. She 
admits she’s not very good at sketching. “It’s 
all in my head,” she says. “And, I’m running 
out of space,” she adds with a laugh. 

Are any two wreaths ever the same? 
"Can recreate some,” she explains. 
here are some wreaths that are more 
popular, like a lavender and sage wreath, 
those ones | can recreate pretty easily.” 

Others cannot be replicated. One recent 
custom order used faux Monarch butterflies 
with wildflowers. 

“I can create something similar, but 
youre never going to get something that’s 
exact again,” due to the depth of detail, she 
explains, pointing to the daisies, willow, 
poppies, lily of the valley, and forget-me- 
nots. The wreath has bursts of pinks and 
greens. 

“A lot of people don’t realize wildflower 
wreaths are my most expensive wreaths 
because you're adding — since they’re so 
small and so delicate — you need way more 
product to fill in those spaces and make it 
look really overgrown.” 

Another, which also used wildflowers, 
had a grapevine base in the shape of a 
sunburst. “It’s not the typical round one 
that I use. It has twigs, like vines, shooting 
out all around it. This one was so jam- 
packed with florals,” she says. 

Many of the faux floral wreaths could 
be mistaken for fresh ones. “A lot of people 
have ordered from me and then they’re 
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Barbara Lassen 


like, ‘Wait, so is this real or not?” she 
says. “Sometimes they’re relieved because 
they’re like, ‘Good. It will last, but they’re 
never truly sure.” 

The wreaths are made for outdoor use. 
“But I do tell everybody if we’re getting a 
storm and you don’t have a large overhang 
that can protect this, just bring it inside,” 
she says. 

They will last for years. “You just have to 
take care of them. You can’t just throw it in 
something because it’s not going to do well 
over time,” she says. “You just have to make 
sure you're not crushing it.” 

For custom orders, she asks clients to 
measure the clearance between their front 
door and a storm door, which is usually 
anywhere from four to six inches, she says, 
adding that the storm door should not press 
too much on the wreath. “It doesn’t destroy 
the wreath, but it’s not going to make it look

too good.” 

In that case, she may suggest a wire 
base because it is thinner. Or, if the client 
wants to stick with a grapevine base, she 
steers them toward faux florals that don’t 
protrude as much and that can be placed 
closer to the grapevine. 

She also makes indoor wreaths that 
may include paper florals, which would not 
withstand the elements. 

There are seasonal wreaths for every 
time of year. A recent visit to her studio 
revealed that she had just loaded up on 
faux sunflowers, some yellow, some orange. 
She also recently made a simple Halloween 
wreath with small bats. 

Reed decided to call her company NOFO 
Flower Company because she loves the area 
so much. “I’m a seasonal North Forker,” 
she says. While she grew up in Huntington, 
“the further east, the more corn I saw, the 
happier I got,” she says. “I always gravitated 
towards the North Fork.” 

This summer, she has made appearances 
as a pop-up shop at In the Attic Too in 
Mattituck, an antique furniture store 
where she has long been a customer. When 
Heather Ganguzza — who owns the store 
with her father and refinishes pieces there 
— put out a call for pop-up shop vendors, 
Reed reached out. 

NOFO Flower Company will be on hand 
for another pop-up on August 27 from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

While Reed gets lots of customers for 
local pickup (she will meet customers on 
the North Fork to deliver the wreath), she 
has not been selling the wreaths online. 

“Figuring out how to ship wreaths is 
not an easy task, but I am working on that. 
I do have a lot of people out of state who 
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Reed also decorates Christmas trees for clients.

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have been asking,” she says. “I don’t want 
someone opening up their wreath and 
having to adjust it and do all this crazy 
stuff. | want them to open it and be happy 
and be able to just put it on their door.” 

The prices vary, depending on the size 
of the wreaths and the amount of florals 
and other decorative items. They can range 
anywhere from a simple, modest 12-inch 
wreath for $65 up to $250. “I think once we 
get into the holidays, you’re going to see 
really magnificent ones and those are going 
to be the higher-end ones.” 

Meanwhile, Reed’s home is quickly 
filling up with artificial Christmas trees. 
Her favorite is filled with coastal items, 
like red metal lobsters and copper lobster 
molds she found antiquing in Greenport. 

“lm really, really into Christmas 
decorating,” she says. “I think about that 
starting in January!” 

Clients can begin booking her now 
for tree decorating services, and it’s 
Christmas in July on her Instagram page 
(@nofoflowerco). “I have to tell clients what 
I can offer them now, because if I start 
posting this in November, it’s too late.” 

She takes her work very seriously. 

“I can’t sleep over some of them, I need 
them to be perfect. ’'m not just someone 
who is doing it just because I’m bored and 
I’m going to sell it ata random table. This is 
a business and I’m looking to make a profit, 
but I also want my clients to be very happy.”

historic property in 
Southampton has been 
transformed for the 
2022 Hampton Designer 
Showhouse, one of the 
top design events on 
the East End now open 
through September. Some of the country’s 
most talented designers lent their talents to 
raise money for Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital 

Over the course of 22 years, the Hampton 
Designer Showhouse has reimagined South 
Fork homes, raising nearly $2 million for 
the hospital since its inception. This year, 
the Showhouse transforms Ivy Lodge, 
originally part of the Mayo family farm, 
now surrounded by marshland preserved 
by the Peconic Land Trust. 

A renovation of the 7,500-square-foot, 
three-level home includes modern updates 
to the home itself and the décor, with 
renowned designers Jamie Drake and Alexa 
Hampton as the honorary design chairs. 
The home was provided by Victoria Meakin 
and David Feldman of New York City, who 
have just put the eight-bedroom, seven- 
bath home on the market for $7.195 million. 
The Corcoran Group’s James Peyton, John 
Frangeskos and Aleksandrina Penkova 
exclusively represent the listing. 

The 2.4-acre property includes a heated 
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pool, hot tub, outdoor shower and a 
detached garage with a kitchen, living area 
and, on the second floor, a media room and 
bedroom. 

“Ivy Lodge, built in the 1830s, reflects 
traditional design and gracious living,” says 
Keith Baltimore, founder of the Baltimore 
Design Group in Port Washington, which 
took on the design of the primary bathroom, 
updating it with “chic gold-accented wall 
coverings and window fabrics echoed in 
the organic brass and gold light fixtures.” 

He says, “The graceful swan motif and 
foliate sconces refer to the nature preserve 
protecting the surrounding property. 
Nearby beaches and the bucolic natural light 
of the area inspired my color palette of cool 
aquas, sandy gold and green—punctuated 
by numerous’ decorative accessories 
throughout. In updating the most private 
room in this historic residence, I envision 
the owners relaxing in glamorous comfort 
with a deference to its nostalgic past.” 

Jennifer Mabley and Austin Handler, the 
co-founders of Mabley Handler Interior 
Design based in Water Mill, redesigned 
the living room. They drew inspiration 
from many points of view, they say, “but 
predominantly a trip to Paris where we 
had amazing exposure to some incredible 
designers and resources from all over 
Europe. We combined that experience 


with our Hamptons aesthetic and came up 
with this interesting combination of old 
and new, including our second furniture 
collection that we collaborated with Kravet 
to design.” 

Shannon Willey, the founder and 
principal of Southampton-based Sea Green 
Designs, designed “the bunk room,” with 
what she calls “a sun-bleached surfer girl 
theme.” 

She was inspired by the existing built- 
in bunk beds and wanted to make the 
room feel feminine and youthful. “It was a 
challenge to work with a small room and 
create the open and airy feel we wanted, 
but I think we achieved that using light 
colors and natural materials,” she says. 

Her signature is “creating spaces that 
are sophisticated, comfortable and evoke 
the feeling of being by the sea. I brought 
that design element in with the wave motif 
that can be seen on the window treatments, 
area rug and the upcycled surfboard art. | 
also incorporated the sustainable elements 
we are known for, by using organic, 
crinkled percale sheets, a seagrass rug and 
many upcycled, repurposed accessories,” 
she explains. “One of the most interesting 
techniques we used is the hand-painted 
wall finish, which created the sun-bleached, 
chambray look I wanted for the room.” 

Meanwhile, in the dining room, Bob 
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Mabley Handler Interior Design, a Water Mill-based firm, mixed their Hamptons aesthetic with inspiration from a trip to Paris to design the living room.

Brown, the principal and founder of 
Atlanta-based Robert Brown Interior 
Design, found inspiration from his time on 
the South Fork. 

“The more time I spend in the Hamptons, 
the more | fall in love with the casual 
way people live. This was our inspiration: 
Coastal casual. Our space is a Hamptons 
play on this simple lifestyle and a reflection 
of the casual way people live.” he says. “It 
celebrates the summers and falls of indoor/ 
outdoor living and functionality is a big 
driver.” 

Two round dining tables “make a clever 
statement and are so practical.” as they 
are great for conversation, but also work 
well when taking the chairs away for a 
cocktail party. The room is also minimally 
accessorized, and has “a nod to mid- 
century interiors, known for their easy, 
smart shapes, beautiful woods and always 
great art as a backdrop.” he says. 

“The colors of the space are very special. 
I love the warm pink undertones. So many 
of the homes here take their inspiration 
from the sea, but why not take tones from 
other colors in nature?” he says. “We were 
inspired by the pinky tones of the sunset or 
summer hydrangea as it fades into fall.”

“A 
natural color scheme of soft greens connects 
the sanctuary space to the beautiful leaves 
on view through the windows. Faux bois 
wallpaper further heightens the sense 
of nature and the fiddle-leaf tree brings 
the outside in for a biophilic design that 
connects one to nature. The effect is 
calming and serene.”

And I can’t wait to share my love of 
softball with my daughter, Riley. That’s 
why I’m not bringing her to the game 
this year. 

You see, I’m pretty sure the reason 
I became obsessed with sports is that 
nobody made me play. I remember 
briefly detesting baseball when some 
cousins tried to force me into a game 
with them when I was five or six. But 
my parents never pushed me like that, 
and I gravitated toward playing ball as 
a result. The theme continued through 
my adult life. 

When I first joined Forbes as a sum- 
mer intern, the softball team’s captain 
ignored me for a couple of seasons; 
a decade-and-a-half later, we're still 
playing together for the Capitalist Tools 
in the New York Media Softball League. 
Out east, spending the third Saturday 
of every August in my twenties relegat-

An Artist and a Writer Joins the Game 
The Famed Artists and Writers Softball Game Gets Some New Blood

s Mosheh Oinounou an Artist or a 

Writer? He spent his life as a TV 
journalist, so some say he could be 
either, but he was recruited by the 
writers, he’s playing for their team and 
more importantly, that’s what he con- 
siders himself. 

“Tm sure the print writers would not 
consider everything we do in TV writ- 
ing, but there really is an art to televi- 
sion writing,” he says. “Especially when 
I was running the CBS Evening News, 
we were trying to fit in the world into 
20 minutes and to do that ina tight and 
comprehensive way, you really discover 
the importance of every word.” 

This is Oinounou’s second year play- 
ing in the venerable game. The 40-year- 
old, who grew up in Chicago rooting for 
the Cubs, but now lives in New York City 
and spends time at his mother-in-law’s 
Hampton Bays home, was asked to join 
the team by a writer friend. He liked it 
so much that he wanted to keep coming 
back. Considered a newbie on the team, 
Oinounou admits to not seeing much 
time on the field last year and honestly 
not remembering a lot of it, except his 
team captain calling him up from the 
makeshift dugout on the ballfield be- 


hind the Stop & Shop in East Hampton. 

“Ken Auletta was kind of like, OK, 
we'll throw you in. So I pinch hit.” 

“For who?” I asked. 

“I don’t remember,” said Oinounou 
with a laugh. 

As an Emmy, Murrow and Webby 
Award-winning journalist, he’s used to 
being thrown into things, having cov- 
ered some of the biggest stories of our 
life, starting with the September 11, 
2001 terrorist attacks. Oinounou was a 
George Washington University student 
studying politics, communications and 
writing for the school newspaper when 
he was sent to report on the hijacked 
plane that crashed into the Pentagon. 

“I was suddenly riding my bike as 
close as I could get to the White House 
and the Pentagon,” he recalls. “I was 
hooked, being able to tell these stories to 
a larger audience and being able to ex- 
plain confusing complex things.” 

That helped shape his future along 
with internships at ABC and Fox News. 
After that, he got a job at Fox News 
Sunday and an assignment on the 2018 
campaign team covering John McCain. 


From there, it was onto foreign news - 


coverage for Bloomberg and then CBS 
News. That’s where he went from the 
morning show with Gayle King to help 


launch CBSN and finally executive pro- 
duce CBS Evening News. 

“Tt was always my dream from a very 
young age,” he says. “I remember there 
was a TV show in the early ‘90s called 
Murphy Brown and I remember saying 
that’s what I want to do when I grow up.” 

In 2019 he left CBS to start his own 
media consulting company, Mo Digital, 
and a year later, Mo News, which cu- 
rates news on social media. That was 
something he founded during the pan- 
demic after helping friends and family 
understand COVID. He began answer- 
ing all their virus-related questions as 
well as other people’s via Instagram live. 
That grew to include other topics and led 
him to expand Mo News even further. 

“I recognize we live in a time when 
trust in media and trust in journalism 
has never been lower, at least not in the 
modern era,” he says. “And I think that 
people have a right to question the news 
information they are getting. Our biases 
should be challenged on a day-to-day 
basis. Unfortunately, we've now come 
to a point where people don’t trust basic 
information.” 

There is a saying the late U.S. Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan helped popu- 
larize, “Everyone is entitled to his own 
opinion, but not to his own facts.” This, 


in a roundabout way, brings us back to 
whether or not Oinounou should be con- 
sidered an artist or a writer. Long gone 
are the days when it was simply Willem 
de Kooning, Jackson Pollock, Franz 
Kline, and Joan Mitchell playing ball on 
the lawn. That was decades ago. Oinou- 
nou posits and while traditions exist and 
continue to be relative, the game, like 
the world and the news business, has 
evolved a lot. 

“{ think what matters more than 


trying to pigeonhole people into spe- 


cific categories is the larger goal of the 
game the larger opportunity to connect 
with creators, whether it be people who 
are creating things, whether it be art, 
whether it be written, whether it be both 
and to play this game to benefit a good 
cause,” says Oinounou.

fee game has modest and lighthearted begin- 
nings starting from 1948. It has since evolved 
into one of the longest running charitable events in 
the Hamptons, helping to fund local East End chari- 
ties. Some consider it a rite of passage of the who’s 
who in the Hamptons to play in the game. 

The first artists to play the game included Franz 


Kline, Willem de Kooning, Philip Pavia, Jackson Pol- 
lock, and Joan Mitchell. Everyone brought a dish. 
Some brought drinks. Two writers joined the picnic, 
Barney Rosset and art critic Harold Rosenberg. It all 
took place in Wilfrid Zogbaum’s front yard. The artists 
moved to the East End for many reasons, including 
enjoying the great north light, which reminded them 
of (Cezanne’s) South of France. They talked about of 


art, gossiped, ate, drank, and shared camaraderie.

They recalled a glorious time; the war was over and 
more work by the artists was shown in New York gal- 
leries. Some were successful in sales and reputation. 
Some drank too much. Most were just young artists 
anxious to be part of the emerging art scene. 

Writers joined the artists in the 60's and ’70’s in- 
cluding Irwin Shaw, Willie Morris, James Jones, 
Jimmy Ernst and Carl Stokes. Then came the mayor of 
Cleveland, who was among the group that expanded 
to include politicians, actors, musicians, publishers, 
editors and television personalities. Now the game has 
included former presidents, governors, mayors, sena- 
tors and a Supreme Court justice.

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Spring Training 2022 Art Show 
Was a Hit for Artists @ Writers

ith a nearly 75-year history, the 
East Hampton Artists & Writers 
Charity Softball Game has cemented 


itself as a celebration of local creatives . 


and a fundraiser for important chari- 
ties on the South Fork, but the orga- 
nization behind the event has been 
working to make it something much 
more than an annual softball game. 

As part of that growth, the board 
organized a special Spring Training 
2022 art exhibition throughout the 
month of March to benefit the game’s 
usual charities — covering the circle 
of life, from early childhood learning 
to hospice care. 

The well-received exhibition, which 
made nearly $15,000 during a very 
quiet time of year in the Hamptons, 
opened with a busy reception. at 
Kathryn Markel’s eponymous Bridge- 
hampton gallery on March 5. Markel 
donated her space for the duration 
of the show, and it was manned by 
volunteers from the organizations 
it benefited, including The Eleanor 
Whitmore Early Childhood Center, 
Phoenix House Academy, The Retreat 
and East End Hospice. Beneficiaries 
were given 60% of each artwork sold, 
while participating artists. received 
the other 40%. 

A total of 44 artists donated work, 
and four writers read from their books 
at the show: Zack O’Malley Greenburg 
(Empire State of Mind), Paul Winum 
(Inside CEO Succession: The Essen- 
tial Guide to Leadership Transition), 
Gabrielle Bluestone (Hype: How 
Scammers, Grifters, and Con Artists 
Are Taking Over the Internet—and 
Why Were Following) and David An- 
delman (A Shattered Peace: Versailles 
1919 and the Price We Pay Today). 

“For artists, we have quite a mix of 
age ranges. And also artists who are 
well known, especially in the local 
area, and other pieces that are more 
outsider artwork,” Artists & Writers 
board president Ronnette Riley said 
in March, pointing out that some piec- 
es in the show were sports themed, 
but most artists simply did whatever 
it is they do best. “You can’t tell artists 
what to paint, so we have a combina- 
tion of work,” she added, describing a 
wide array of styles and media, such 
as painting, photography, sculpture 
and mixed media pieces, and an 
equally varied price range.

Pieces for sale in Spring Training 
2022 ranged in price from $100 up 
to several thousand dollars, and buy- 
ers were able to write off 60% of each 
purchase as a tax deduction because it 
went to the charities. 

The esteemed list of participating 
artists was a who's who of local talent, 
with names such as Andy Friedman, 
who painted a series of Topps baseball 
cards; hyper-realistic wood carver 
Randall Rosenthal; illustrator Lynn 
Matsuoka; expressionist _ painters 
Stephanie Brody-Lederman and Wil- 
liam Quigley; longtime Artists team 
captain Leif Hope; representational 
artist RJT Haynes; abstract artist 
Shira Toren; humorous outsider artist 
Peter Wood; and Cynthia Karalla who 
creates sculpture based on the Muel- 
ler Report, to name a few. 

With all the big-name players and 
participants over the years, includ- 
ing Alec Baldwin, Ross Bleckner, Ben 
Bradlee, Christie Brinkley, Matthew 
Broderick, Dick Cavett, President Bill 
Clinton, Taylor Hanson, Dustin Hoff- 
man, Abbie Hoffman, Peter Matthies- 
sen, Jay McInerney, George Plimpton, 
Lori Singer, Martha Stewart, Tom 
Wolfe, and so many others, the Artists 
& Writers Game has long had the clout 
to become bigger than just a softball 
game. Riley hopes expanding their 
scope with more offerings, like Spring 
Training 2022, they can bring in more 
money for charity year-round. 

Another unique aspect of the Artists 
& Writers Game, and these events un- 
der the organization’s umbrella, is the 
participation of volunteers from the 
charities they support. “Our charities 
aren't just on the receiving end, and

I think that’s what makes it special, 
too,” Riley said. “We’re a nonprofit 
organization, but we pass through 
the money to other nonprofits. And 
they don’t just sit and wait for a check, 
they actually help us and participate, 
and are part of the game,” she added. 
“I don’t think people realize that the 
Phoenix House, those young men 
come and they set up and then they 
take down, they clean the field. Hos- 
pice manages the gate and organizes 
that level. Everyone has:a role. I like 
the fact that the charities are actually 
involved in the success of the game. 
And they will be involved in the suc- 
cess of this art exhibit.” 

Spring Training 2022 was the first 
show of its kind since the organiza- 
tion held a similar show in 2015, but 
Riley would like it to become an an- 
nual event. “The best part was that so 
many came out,” she said, describing 
the turnout as quite good consider- 
ing it was in the middle of the winter. 
In the future, however, Riley said it’s 
imperative to offer bidding on an auc- 
tion website, which would allow sum- 
mer visitors to participate from their 
homes during the off-season.

Dan Rattiner has been an umpire of 
the Annual Artists Writers Charity 
Softball Game in East Hampton since 
1982, but has been writing about 
the match-up long before that. His 
interest in the game began in 1968, 
‘when he played for who else but the 
writers. At the time Dan’s Papers had 
been in business eight years. Here 
are excerpts of his reporting (when 
available) over the decades. 


1972 

For four straight years now, the lo- 
cal East Hampton writers have played 
an annual softball game with the local 
East Hampton artists. And for four 
straight years, the writers have clob- 
bered the artists in this game, with 
scores such as 11 to 8, 18 to 2, and on 
one scandalous occasion, even 20 to 2. 
No one can account for the lopsided- 
ness of these scores, though heavens 
knows, a variety of people have tried. 
The fact remains that year after year, a 
sober, industrious and highly organized 
softball team of writers would appear 
to face a lethargic, awkward, seemingly 
hungover group of local painters. 

This year’s softball game was sched- 
uled for Saturday, August 12. At 4 p.m. 
at the softball field ordinarily used by 
the Junior High School next to the East 
Hampton A&P on Newtown Lane, a 
good-sized crowd gathered in the grass 
under the warm sun to watch what 
would happen this year in the 5th an- 
nual Artists and Writers Charity Soft- 
ball Game. 

The players made their appearance 
on the field, both teams dressed iden- 
tically for the first time, wearing blue 
and white McGovern t-shirts. Dustin 
Hoffman seemed very sure of himself 
and very good as pitcher for the East 
Hampton artists. He was apparently 
the veteran of many a softball game. 
Also playing for the artists were other 
highly coordinated athletic types from 
associated fields. 

The term artist can have a pretty 
broad definition if you work at it and the 
artists were working at it because they 
were determined to win. Andy Malone, 
a muscular ball player who knocks the 
dents out of cars in a North Main Street 


Body and Fender shop, played for the 
artists. 

“T paint cars,” he said, happily defin- 
ing his role on the artists team. 

The quality of the refereeing was 
becoming more and more suspect. For 
this game, as for every annual game, 
guests are invited to be honorary refer- 
ees, stationing themselves behind the 


~ pitcher to call the balls and strikes, and 


in short right field to call the plays on 
the bases. In the past, these honorary 
jobs have been assigned to local politi- 
cians who, although not terribly good 


referees, at least know the rules of the © 


game. 

. The short right field umpire was ac- 
tress Ann Jackson, who, fortunately, 
had very little to do, although she still 
had trouble with a few of the calls. 

“What's the score?” a fan asked her as 
the players were changing sides. Miss 
Jackson turned to folk singer, Tom Pax- 
ton, who was trotting out, mitt in hand, 
to resume his position as right fielder. 

“What’s the score?” she asked. 

“Nothing to nothing,” Paxton replied. 

“Nothing to nothing,” Miss Jackson 
told the fan. 

There were some pretty sensa- 
tional catches and plays made in this 
ball game. Joseph Heller, author of 
Catch-22, made a sensational diving 
catch of a fly ball in the left field for 
the writers. And for the artists, actor 
Eli Wallach made a fine stab of a line 
drive near second base, while Dustin 
Hoffman had a brilliant catch and tag 
at home plate to stop or run once, but 
when the smoke finally cleared as the 
sun was setting over the football field to 
the west, the final score stood at writers 
7 artists 5.

The annual game is supposed to be 
a kind of fun softball game between 
members of the local artist commu- 
nity and members of the local writers 
community. Memories of it first being 
played go back to 1948 and there are 
pictures of artist Willem deKooning at 
bat with Franz Klein looking on from 
1949 or 1950. In earnest, however, it 
has been played since 1965 every year

in Herrick Park. 

Among the usual suspects tossing 
the ball around, I greeted writers John 
Paul Newport, George Plimpton, John 
Leo, Ken Auletta, Bill Bradley, Jack 
Graves, Avery Corman, Mike Lupica, 
John Leo and Mort Zuckerman, as well 
as artists Lief Hope, Dennis Lawrence, 
Eric Ernst, Walter Bernard, Sam Co- 
hen, Eric Ernst, Victor Cagliotti and 


Lief Hope. I’ve left out a few, and I - 


apologize for that, but you get the idea. 

According to the early line, a sprin- 
kling of guest players this year was to 
include the world class soccer legend 
Pele, ABC anchorman Peter Jennings, 
actors Chevy Chase, Roy Scheider and 
Alec Baldwin. All five were here. 

I like to introduce myself to the 
pitchers on the mound. We will be 
standing next to each other for quite a 
while. I uttered my name. Said I was 
the umpire. 

“My name’s Barbara,” the pitcher 
said. She was, I should note, half a foot 
taller than me. oe 

“Where do you play?” I asked. I 
knew this was a fair question. 

I couldn't make out the answer 


exactly. I think she said the Rasbes- 


tos Brickettes from Stratford, Con- 
necticut. And I wasn’t going to ask her 
again. 

Leading off for the Writers was ABC 
Anchorman Peter Jennings. He came 
up to the plate wearing protective 
headgear — Id never seen anyone in 
this game wearing this — and Barbara 
burned in a pitch at around 90 miles 
an hour and now I knew why. 

I have never seen an artists-writers 
game played like this. In the past, we 
have had our good ball players and 
our bad ball players and it would not 
be uncommon for the first man up to 
hit a towering home run and the next 
man up strike out without even com- 
ing close to the ball. Then there would 


be the usual Perils-Of-Pauline plays. A 
high fly ball to the outfield, the center- 
fielder drifting in, then the ball going 
over his head to land right where he 
used to be, and the crowd would groan. 

Well, this year we had none of this. 
Instead, we had a group of writers 
and artists and celebrities and actors, 
many of whom have been at this game 
year after year, playing the game with 


‘a grace and athleticism never before 


seen here. Se 

Perhaps the only real hitting that 
was not top level this year was that of 
Pele, the Brazilian soccer legend. And 
it was to be expected since, according 
to Scanlon back there on the micro- 
phone, this was the first time he had 
ever tried to hit a baseball. 

“Use your feet,” someone shouted 
from the crowd. 

Pele grinned and shot a leg out to- 
ward the mound and everybody ap- 
plauded. 

Roy Scheider, the actor, and Sam 
Cohen, the super-agent, shared the 
pitching honors for the artists — you 
can see how the definition of “artist” 
has been stretched for this event in re- 
cent years. The artists won 5 to 2. 


2002 

By all accounts, this was the most 
exciting artists-writers game every 
played in this series. Many of the play- 
ers in this game, on both sides, have 
appeared in it before, and some of 
them even go back 30 years, but never 
before have the players rallied them- 
selves to fight so hard for victory, as 
they did in the eighth and ninth in- 
nings of this affair. 

The game began at 3 p.m. on the 
sandlot baseball field on what was 
possibly the hottest day of the summer 
in a summer of very hot days. French's 
mustard was the sponsor of the event, 
and they had sent a Mustard Man, a 
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fellow in a bright yellow suit that went 
from the ground up to the spout at 
the top seven feet off the ground and 
which said Gulden’s Mustard on it. 
This was a very hot day and not a day 
to be the French’s Mustard Man, or 
anybody else in a funny suit, for that 
matter. : 
Roy Scheider, the actor, was the 
starting pitcher for the artists. Several 
major celebrities were at the game and 
they were continually being mobbed 
by photographers and autograph seek- 
ers. Kirstin Davis from Sex and the 
City did not play but pitched the first 
ball and later posed pitching a ball on 
the sidelines. Actor Alec Baldwin was 
there and did play, but though he hit 
some powerful shots to deep center 
_ field, he remained hitless throughout. 
The Artists scored three times in 
the top of the first, thanks to a tower- 
ing home run by an artist named Jorge 
Luis Bernal who nobody had ever seen 
before. Lief Hope, who coaches the 
Artists and who runs the nuts and 
bolts of the game, announced that Ber- 
nal was a painter of Cuban propagan- 
da posters, but he really was was a star 
baseball player for the Havana Indus- 
triales, who had defected to America.

Mike Lupica interrupted the play on 
the field, shouting that he was chal- 
lenging the credentials of Dale Berra, 
aman who had played shortstop in the 
major leagues for 10 years and was, at 
this game, playing for the artists.

de is going to be the busiest time of the 
year for the Ellen Hermanson Foundation, as 
two major fundraiser events are scheduled to take 
place days apart near the end of the month.

The second 
event is their summer gala, which takes place on 
Saturday, August 27. 

Proceeds from both events will benefit the El- 
len Hermanson Breast Center at Stony Brook 
Southampton Hospital as well as the Commu- 
nity Partnership Program to reach underserved 
women with the Bridgehampton Child Care & 
Recreational Center, OLA of Eastern Long Island,

Center. 

This year, the events serve a dual purpose and 
act as much more than just a fundraising event 
because one of the main highlights of the gala will 
be to honor the late Emily Levin, who co-estab- 
lished the foundation with her sister Julie Ratner 
in 1997. She served as the foundation’s vice presi- 
dent and passed away last September. 

“My sister was fierce,” says Ratner, who cur- 
rently serves as president. “She was fierce in her 
love and commitment to her family, fierce in her 
towering intellect, fierce in her expectations and 
fierce in her honesty and integrity. She was inte- 
gral to all that we did and was the smartest per- 
son that I ever knew.” : 

The duo established the foundation in 1997 
in order to honor their sister Ellen, who battled 
breast cancer for six years. The. foundation wasn’t 
just established to honor her, but to continue her 
work as well. While fighting the disease, Ellen 
served as an advocate for others who also suf- 
fered from breast cancer. Before passing away in 
1995, Ellen used her experiences and her talent as 
a journalist to reach people. 

Their first major event was none other than 
the Ellen’s Run, which became successful almost 
immediately. According to the foundation, the 
first run featured more than 500 participants 
and raised more than $60,000, with the amount 
increasing each year. The number of partici- 
pants has since doubled, and the total value of 
grants awarded by the foundation has exceeded 
$5 million. ; 

The run, which has become the foundations 
flagship event, aims to provide awareness in 
addition to raising funds so that those who live

with breast cancer on the East End will continue 
to have access to quality care and support. Each 
year, the run ends up being a huge success thanks 


to the contributions of runners, walkers, donors, 


sponsors and volunteers. 

One highlight of this year’s run is that it’s ac- 
cessible to those who can’t find the time to par- 
ticipate on that day and to those who can’t make it 
out to Southampton. This year marks the return 
of their virtual 5K run, in which participants are 
able to take part remotely and at their own pace. 
Those who don’t attend in person can walk or run 
wherever they are and upload their results from 
August 21-28. 

Registering for the virtual 5K run costs $50, 
which costs the same as if you participate in 
person ,and is the perfect opportunity for those 
looking to support the cause without being in 
attendance. Everyone who participates, includ- 
ing remote runners, will receive a shirt, bib and 
medal for completing the run. 

The run begins at 9 a.m. on Saturday, August 21 
at the Southampton Intermediate School, located 
at 70 Leland Lane.

“It was definitely a little hectic going into these 


‘events,” says Ratner. “We don’t do them one af- 


ter the other, preparations for both began well in 
advance. We sit down and plan out the event and 
what our calendar will look like and then we take 
it to the board of the foundation. By doing this 
we're revved and going on all burners.” 

The gala takes place six days later, on Saturday, 
August 27 and is looking to be just as important 
as the run. In addition to honoring Levin, the 
gala will also be honoring Ingrid Arneberg for her 
contributions. Guests will also be treated to a fine 
selection of food, entertainment and activities.

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Hoops 4 Hope Hosts Benefit 


Basketball Tournament Saturday

No 30-year-old East End non- 
profit Hoops 4 Hope — which has 
been making itself even more known 
and relevant in the community re- 
cently with school programs and more 
— is hosting its inaugural three-on- 
three basketball tournament at East 
Hampton High School (2 Long Lane) 
this Saturday, August 20. 

Event creators point out that the 
free-to-watch tournament is a good 
time for adults and kids that will hon- 
or the sport on which Hoops 4 Hope 
was founded while also spreading 
awareness and enmeshing their pro- 
grams with the community. 

The tournament will begin at ap- 
proximately 8 a.m. Saturday and each 
team must have a minimum of three 
players and a maximum of five. It will 
include men’s and women’s divisions, 
and separate brackets for kids aged 
13-17 and adults 18 and older. A grand 
prize will be awarded to the winning 
team in each bracket and will include 
four tickets to a New York Knicks 
game, dinner at a Hamptons restau- 
rant and more. 

Hoops 4 Hope (H4H) has been 
working in underserved communities 
in Cape Town, South Africa and Ha- 
rare, Zimbabwe, bringing fun, men- 
torship and sports since 1995. The 
organization also connects with local 
East End schools and programs to 
enhance community engagement and 
give students a more educated and 
empathetic world view by sharing the 
struggles of other, less privileged kids 
to cultivate a sense of understanding, 
duty and service. 

Anthony Allison, who accepted his 
position as H4H executive director 
from founder and fellow Amagansett 
native Marc Crandall last December, 
explains that he’s working to get more 
local kids involved, and Saturday’s 
tournament is a good way to improve 
the organization’s visibility on the 
East End. “We want it to become a 
staple for what we do as an organiza- 
tion locally because we're trying to 
create as much local context as we 
possibly can,” he says of the tourna- 
ment, pointing out that he'd like it to 
become an annual event. 

H4H has worked with students at 
the Ross School in East Hampton, who 
traveled as volunteers to Zimbabwe 
for the past four years. The organiza- 
tion also just began a program with

sixth graders at the Montauk School, 
which Allison says is going well. 

“A couple of those kids used all of 
their bar mitzvah money to pay for 
specific projects and/or centers over 
in Zimbabwe and South Africa,” he 
says, describing the powerful effect 
H4H had on students at the private 
school. “That was the type of work we 
did with those guys, but now we want 
to actually have programs here simi- 
lar to the programming that we do in 
South Africa and Zimbabwe,” he adds. 

“One of the things we did with our 
kids out in Montauk School is we took 


them out to a basketball court and_ 


they took off their shoes and played 
basketball barefoot, because 90%, 


80% of the kids that we work with in 
Zimbabwe and South Africa are play- 
ing barefoot or in school shoes. They 
don’t have sneakers,” Allison con- 
tinues, describing efforts to paint a 
clearer picture for the students of how 
the other half lives. 

“Hopefully our guys locally here 
will better understand their own com- 
munity, potentially what some of their 
peers do and do not have, and then 
think more globally about their peers 
in other countries who are challenged 
every day with maybe potentially not 
having drinking water, electricity, not 
having shoes on their feet,” he says. 

“The real focus of what Hoops for 
Hope is — yes we talk about basket-

ball, we teach basketball skills, but re- - 
ally what we're trying to get down to is 
life skills and what we call the seven 
tools of our Ubuntu champion,” Alli- 
son explains, describing the African 
philosophy that says human beings 
exist through others, or “I am because 
you are.” 

East Hampton High School does 
not currently run student programs 
with H4H, but Allison says he’s been

speaking with the school’s new ath- — 


letic director Kathleen Masterson 
about ideas for the future. He’s also 


held initial talks with the YMCA to do 


programs with them in the fall. 


Allison says he’s very excited to play — 


on East Hampton High School's bas- 
ketball court on Saturday because it’s 
dedicated to NY State Hall of Fame 


basketball coach Ed Petrie, who won — 


the most public high school basketball 
games in New York State history (754 


total wins) and led East Hampton to — 
win two NY State. Championships, — 


in 1977 and 1989. Both Allison and 


Crandall, the founder of H4H, attend- 


ed EHHS and played for Petrie. 


“He certainly had a huge impact 


on my life, and it’s also the 45th an- 
niversary of one of his state champi- 
onships, which I was lucky enough to 


have played on,” Allison says, remi-— 


niscing about the 1977 championship. 
Any teams who want to play on Sat- 
urday must register for $300, which — 
benefits H4H. Spectators may attend 
for free, but donations are welcome.

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Dan’s Papers Kite Fly Brings Top Flight Fun

ngland has its Wimbleton. Ken- 

tucky has the Derby. Augusta 
has its Masters. On August 13, the 
Hamptons had the 49th annual Dan’s 
Papers Kite Fly at Sagg Main Beach in 
Sagaponack, a family event and one 
of this community’s annual signature 
festivities. 

The entrants got their kites up 
around 5:30 p.m. There was very little 
wind, and most of them went up and 
then came back down in just a few 
minutes. But one, a 20-foot-long hu- 
man skeleton of a kite, all aflutter in 
black, went up, and stayed up until the 
event ended at 7 p.m. 

And so, for most, it was a trying day 
for the 50 or so fliers who tried to fly 
their kites from beginning to end. But 
when the wind sprang up around 6 
p.m., everyone cheered and everything 
went up to become a marvelous dis- 
play of airborne kites, visible for miles 
and miles, a great showing of ingenu- 
ity, imagination and skill as the judges 
went around awarding the traditional 
dozen prizes to the fliers for highest 
flying, most colorful, youngest kite 
flier, most newsworthy, biggest kite 
and all the rest.

Polio — Past & Present —

Px is a virus that may cause 
paralysis and is easily pre- 
ventable by the polio vaccine. 
There is no antiviral treatment 
for polio at this time. In the 
1940s, 35,000 people a year be- 
came disabled from polio until 
the mass vaccination program 
that started in 1955, and in 1979 
it was eradicated in the U.S. 

The last reported case brought 
in from outside the U.S. was in 
2013 in Orange County and the 
five boroughs of New York City. 
Rockland County has only a 
60% vaccination rate compared 
to 90% of the rest of New York. 
There are enclaves of certain re- 
ligious sects that don’t believe in 
vaccines, and other anti-vaxers 
that don’t realize the serious risk 
of having a child paralyzed with 
polio.

Polio spreads via contami- 
nated food or water and enters 
via the mouth into the intestinal 
tract. Food handlers must thor- 
oughly wash hands in restau- 
rants and factories. We should 
all be diligent about washing our 
hands and not touching our faces 
after extensive handshaking at 
events. Most cases are asymp- 
tomatic. 

Please make sure your family 
vaccines for polio are up to date. 
If traveling to an endemic area of 
polio, get a booster shot. 

Think positive and test nega- 
tive. Keep calm and carry on, 
this too shall pass.

The National LGBT _ 
Chamber of Commerce 
and the Economic 
Impact of the LGBTQ 
Community

Me is power and when you stop 
to think about the economic im- 


pact of the LGBTQ+ community, the 
news tends to get a lot better. 

“The LGBTQ community is a mas- 
sive economic force to be reckoned 
with — we spend $917 billion every 
year as consumers, that’s our famous 
pink dollar,” says Jonathan Lovitz, a 
special advisor to the National LGBT 
Chamber of Commerce (NGLCC), the 
largest business and economic orga- 
nization for the LGBTQ community 
in the United States and around the 
world. 

What can we do with that? Achords 
ing to Lovitz, a lot. 

“We can help change hearts and 
minds by changing markets,” he says. 
“All chicken nuggets don’t taste the 
same, some taste like they hate you 
so why would you give that company 
your money when you know you can 
give it to any of those companies who 
not only change their logo to rainbow 
every June but then also commit the 
other 364 days that aren’t pride Sun- 
-day standing in solidarity with our 
community?” 

Lovitz means business and he talks 
a lot about LGBTQ+ businesses as he 
travels the country, efforting LGBT- 
owned businesses to get certification 
and then getting those certified busi- 
nesses added to government contract- 
ing “anywhere women and minorities 
are accepted.” 


We spoke with Jonathan Lovitz to — 


learn more about the value of getting 
LGBT business accreditation and how 
to go about it via telephone as he was 
traveling to accept an honor on behalf 


of his efforts and the NGLCC New York 
chapter at our Out East End Impact 
Awards, held on August 14 at Calissa in 
Water Mill. 


_Explain what the NGLCC does. 

For 20 years NGLCC has been and 
remains the only organization in the 
public and private sector that can cer- 
tify LGBT-owned; businesses; we are 
the parallel to both government and 
private institutions that do that for 
women, for minorities, for veterans, 
etc. Both government and corporate 
trust only the NGLCC to do so. 


How does a business get ac- 
credited? 

To be an accredited business with the 
LGBT Chamber of Commerce you must 
be approved by the National LGBT 
Chamber so it would be a lie to call any 
other organization that does as much, 
an official chamber of commerce. 

Acompany has to be 51% or more LG- 
BT-owned, directly by an LGBT person 
or persons and it also has to meet other 
types of business structure thresholds 
that are identical in every way to the 
same standards that are held to women 
and minority-owned businesses 
there are so many business owners that 
are interceptional, meaning LGBTQ+ 
and other minority identities and many 
of them already have certifications as 
women or minority-owned companies 
and we can use that to fast track you to 
LGBT certification. 


What are the advantages of 
being a certified LGBT-owned 
business? 

It’s an exponential shift in the avail- 
able opportunities to you. And I don’t 
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just mean the ability to contract with 
over 400 corporations in America 
that actively seek out our certification 
and our businesses as part of the sup- 
ply chain, we’re talking millions upon 
millions of dollars in grants and small 
business loans and educational oppor- 
tunities that are only open to certified, 
minority-owned businesses and this 
certification is what allowed LGBT 


businesses which are known as LGBTE — 


(LGBT enterprises) to take advantage 
of that. 

Fortune magazine called it (accredi- 
tation) “the most valuable tool for an 
LGBT-owned business” and I agree 


because it has helped put more busi- 


nesses literally at the table in places 
where they never used to be before. 


And we're not just talking about, as 


I joke, Mom-n-Mom and Pop-n-Pop 
shops on Main Street. We have plenty 
of small businesses particularly at the 
local chamber level that are small ser- 
vice-focused and then you've got these 
multinational huge LGBT-owned com- 
panies and corporations that employ 
hundreds if not thousands of people 
in working industries from catering to 
construction to national defense and 
everything in between. 


Beyond opening a network of people 
who are looking to buy from you, you 
are also entering a network of fellow 
small business owners who are looking 
to specifically work with other diverse 
companies on a B-to-B level. 


Describe the process to becom- 
ing certified. 

Getting certified is easy, almost al- 
ways free and entirely free if you are a 
member of your local NGLCC affiliate 
— NGLCC members gets their certifi- 
cation fees waived and that’s true for 
any chamber across the country ~ 

You can be done in as little as 15-20 © 
minutes uploading all of the paper- 
work and business certification before 


it goes to a review committee. The 


great news is you've got 24-7 assistance 
from local and national staff who will 
help you every step of the way to get - 
certified and once you are certified you 
have the help of things like the NGLCC 
engagement and our supplier diver- 
sity team that directly connects you to 
contracting opportunities all over the 
country. 

It renews every two years and is by 
far the most powerful tool in your tool 
belt that a business owner holds. 
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What do you make of the ex- 
treme backlash this past year 
against the LGBTQ+ community 
and businesses? 

A critical part of the NGLCC’s mis- 
sions, both locally in New York and na- 
tionally when it was founded 20 years 
ago, is the belief — which has been 
proven — that you cannot have full 
equality without economic equality as 
well. 

Rights on papers is very different 
than equity in the system because 
we've earned recognition and oppor- 
tunity in the world of business and all 
of these over 400 anti-LGBT bills just 
in 2022 and yet at the same time we 
are also seeing mayors and governors 
and even the federal government work 
with NGLCC to proactively include 
LGBT businesses wherever opportu- 
nities are as a way to push back and 
say were not going anywhere, our 
businesses are a critical part of Amer- 
ica and to give us anything less than 
full equality of opportunity hurts the

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Jessica Vartanov Urges East End | | 
to Join Ukrainian Relief Efforts

essica Vartanov is a 17-year-old Long Islander, 

with a determination to impact more than just 
Long Island. A rising senior at Jericho Senior High 
School, she is bringing to the East End a passion to 
help Eastern Europe amid the tumultuous times in 
the region. 

To some students, good grades or post-season hon- 
ors for their athletic performance is enough. But to 
Vartanov, this is just one part of the equation. Like 
many Americans, beginning in February, Vartanov 
was horrified by the terrors faced by the Ukrainian 
people as their homeland ‘was attacked by Russian 
military forces. 

“T saw innocent families being torn apart, women 
and children being forced to leave their husbands 
behind as well as their homes,” she recalls. “The sad- 
ness on these peoples’ faces broke my heart and in- 
spired me to take action and be the change that others 
wished to see in the world.” 

While it may be a hemisphere away, this conflict 
hits close to home for Vartanov, whose family has 
Eastern European roots. Her family fled the Soviet 
Union from the satellite nation of Georgia, coming to 
the United States in pursuit of freedom and opportu- 
nity. Vartanov is fluent in Russian, given her family 
ties, and sees herself in the millions of families who 
have been forced to flee their war-torn homeland. 

“After seeing many Ukrainian families flee to 
America and other nations, I realized that many 
people faced a language barrier,’ Vartanov says. 
“That's when I recognized that me speaking Russian 
could help so many people overcome their language 
struggles. My cultural ties made me feel extremely 
connected to the families, and I truly felt their pain 
throughout all the violence.” 

After learning that some of the Ukrainian refugee 
families would be relocated to New York and the con- 
tinental United States, Vartanov saw an opportunity 
to help. She formed Global Ukraine, an organization 
geared at helping Ukrainian refugee children accli- 
mate to life in the United States. 

“I worked extremely hard to create an organi- 
zation that can reach people on the other side of 
the globe and truly impact such a large group of 
individuals,’ Vartanov says. “Global Ukraine’s goal in 
the future is to expand the initiative and provide even 
more services to people that are suffering and in need

of our help.” 

Given her fluency in Russian, a similar language to 
Ukrainian, Vartanov’s asset has been communication 
and comforting school-aged students who have be- 
gun a new life in America. She meets via Zoom with 
children, helping to bridge the language gap between 
Russian and English, which is no small feat. With so 
few individuals in her age-range speaking Ukrainian 
or Russian, she has been primarily working alone, 
with support from her family and her friends. 

In July, Vartanov was presented with the oppor- 
tunity to make an impact in a different way. Feeling 
inspired, she traveled to Poland, where refugees were 
being provided shelter and assistance. She saw this as 
an opportunity to make a difference, so she packed 
her bags and departed for a two-week trip to the 
Ukrainian-Polish border, where she spoke with the 
families and children about their experiences, reas- 
sured them that all would be OK, and got face-to-face 
experience with the real toll of the war in Ukraine. 


“During my visit to Poland, I first went to a ware- 
house owned by a Ukrainian charity where I created 
first aid kits for people on the frontline and for any 
families fleeing their homes,” she recalls. “I then trav- 
eled to the Ukrainian-Polish border where I distrib- 
uted the kits to families where I saw families coming 
off buses from Ukraine, carrying what few belong- 
ings they could hold in their arms. I noticed how the 
evacuees’ faces lit up and they displayed genuine hap- 
piness when I gave them the kits which warmed my 
heart and made the long trip completely worth it” 

While the primary focus in relief efforts has been 
physical wellbeing, Vartanov realized that the emo- 


~ tional toll on children was profound. Before depart- 


ing, she launched a community drive with the United 
States Marines Toys for Tots, where she collected toys 
to bring with her and give out as a form of comfort 
to the children who were forced to leave everything 
behind on their pilgrimage towards safety. 

“All the children I distributed the toys to were so 


overjoyed because they were able to get a glimpse of a 


happiness and felt like ordinary kids for a second,” 
Vartanov recalls. “My most memorable interaction 
was with a young girl named Sarah because when I 
handed her a toy, she gave it back to me. When I asked 
why she told me, ‘I may have it hard, but some other - 
kid has it harder” Those compassionate words struck 
a chord in my heart because even with all the obsta- 


- cles she has faced with her family, she still displayed 


such selflessness.” 

Now, upon her return, she is sharing the stories of 
her experience with local schoolchildren and rallying 
even greater support behind this cause that she finds 
so near and dear. While most of her time is spent in 
the western portions of Long Island, she is bringing 
the campaign to the East End, while so many spend 
time here. 

“Bringing this message to the East End helps you 


‘reach an important group of people who are vacation- 


ing for the summer,” she says. “My message to every- 
one is to take action and to help in any way possible 
because what may seem like a small action may have 
a dramatic impact on a person’s life.” 

She hopes that her efforts will help raise awareness 
and keep this important topic on the minds of vaca- 
tioners and full-time East End residents alike.
